SCHOOL REPORT. 



In summing up the records of the past year, it is a pleasure to 
be able to say, that me have had some excellent schools. Where 
there has been an intelligent interest on the part of the district, 
success has generally followed. Not always, for the best efforts of 
the agents, will sometimes prove abortive through the unwise re- 
commendation of teachers. It is a lamentable fact that indiffer- 
ent teachers can bring the most unqualified recommendations. 
We are obliged to form an opinion of their fitness by our own 
knowledge and interest, or by actual trial. It would be a safe 
rule for agents and others employing teachers to place no depend- 
ence upon certificates unless they are well acquainted with those 
who give them, and even then there should be the greatest cau- 
tion. The first and most essential requisite for a successful school 
is a good teacher. The cooperation of parents is indeed necessary, 
but this is usually gained by an instructor, that understands his 
business. We cannot too earnestly urge upon the citizens of this 
town, the importance of sparing no pains or money in obtaining 
the best talent and culture that can be found. In these days skill 
is at a premium in all other deportments of business, and should 
be especially so in the responsible work of teaching. But the 
idea is too prevalent in some quarters, that almost any body will 
do to teach some of our backward schools. Cheapness is the great 
desideratum with many. They estimate the value of a school by 
its length. When will people believe the oft repeated and true 
statement that six weeks of instruction under a skillful teacher is 
better than twelve weeks under one that is not qualified for his 
work. It oftens happens that it takes a whole term to unlearn bad 
habits of study. We may truly say that much of the reading in 



our schools is worse than nothing. Time enough is spent but 
frequently no right instruction is given. 

To remedy this state of things, we must insist upon well quali- 
fied teachers, and be willing to pay them, so that they can afford to 
fit themselves for the most efficient work. The times have changed 
so that it is useless to think of securing gentlemen or ladies at the 
old rates. An intelligent and enterprising lady willnot undertake the 
laborious task of teaching for 3 or 4 dollars per week, when she 
can earn twice as much in other pursuits, and no one can blame 
her. Every one in our districts would do the same. We are 
aware that in the midst of high taxes the suggestion of higher 
wages will be unwelcome to some. But the money that we now 
raise would secure almost double the amount of real good to our 
schools, if it should be wisely expended. What we want is more 
thorough work, and to retain the same teachers term after term. 
Two weeks of a term are often wasted by introducing a new teacher. 
Than on account of careless and imperfect teaching the same 
ground is gone over, and very little advance made. The pupils 
are not interested as they would be if they were constantly mak- 
ing progress. Scholars should not be allowed to proceed faster 
than they can master the subject in hand, and then should continue 
straightforward. We all remember how we went over arithmetic 
time after time, and then knew little about it. Let us have thor- 
ough drill in every branch of study, so that what the pupils do 
know they shall know certainly, and once for all. We are all sat- 
isfied that many of the teachers who now accomplish only inferior 
results are capable of qualifying themselves for efficient service, 
and would do so if we demanded it, and paid them for it. During 
this winter we held two meetings, to which all the teachers were 
invited — to discuss methods of teaching, and the best way to 
manage a school. We believe that such meetings are of great 
advantage, as the teachersget the benefit of each others experience. 

We suggest to the agents that they send the candidates to the 
Superintending Committee or Supervisor immediately for examin- 
ation, so that if not qualified another may be secured before the

term commences. In three cases during the last year, districts 
have suffered by not doing this, instead of putting the teachers into 
school without a certificate. What we need is the cooperation of 
agents and parents, and the careful supervision of the general com- 
mittee, then will our schools take the high stand which we so much 
desire. 

The variety of text books is a grievous evil in this town. I n 
some districts there are two kinds of arithmetic, two grammars and 
sometimes two or three different readers. In order to remedy this 
difficulty there must be a stand at the institute, for the pupils go 
from the different districts to this school and back again, and carry 
the books used there. As me have no permanent board of trustees 
over this excellent institution, there has never been a list of books 
established, hence every teacher has introduced what books he 
pleased. There should be uniformity between this school and the 
other schools in town. This can easily be secured if the proper 
steps are taken. Frequent change of books is a great detriment, 
as in too many cases all through the State, good books have been 
thrown aside for inferior ones. We had better spend our funds in 
securing the best talent in- our teachers, then, almost any kind of 
hooks mill suffice. "The love of money is the root n of this con- 
stant change. Agents from the different publishing houses, beset 
us almost weekly to examine their wares, but we have seen no 
book yet, that will furnish our children wich brains. 

Amount of school money, $2152,87, appropriated as follows : 
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District No. 1. 

Summer Term. Agent, William Blanchard. Teacher, D. E. 
Sturdivant. 

Miss Sturdivant is a fine scholar, and has many excellent quali- 
ties for a teacher. If she had a more modern style of teaching 
she would secure better results. But it mould be doubted whether 
she could accomplish all she would desire in such an uncouth and 
antique schoolroom as that in which she found herself last summer. 
Under the circumstances the pupils made fair improvement. 
There are bright scholars in this school, and it would be wisdom 
for the people of the district to furnish them a better room. 1 1 is 
almost a wonder that much can be done in such a dismal place. 

Winter Term. Teacher, M. F. Anderson. 

At my first visit the teacher seeemed to he at home in her 
work, and to have the confidence and respect of her pupils. There 
are some fine readers in this school, and also are far advanced in 
their other studies. 

Miss A. was critical in her instruction and thorough in her drill. 
The order was good. There was some annoyance between some of 
the parents, whs so far forgot wisdom and duty as to encourage their 
children in disobedience. It is not pleasant to refer to this, but it 
is of the utmost importance that children learn to yield to whole- 
some restraint, if they do not - their future is anything but pro- 
mising. 

District No. 2. 

Summer Term. Agent, Alvin Sturdivant. Teacher, Lizzie J. 
Hideout. 

Miss Hideout found this school in a sad condition, the scholars 
under little restraint. It took nearly four weeks to reduce 
them to order. But the teacher succeeded in gaining their love 
and in bringing them under a proper discipline. She was kind, but 
firm, thorough in drill, and therefore secured most cheering results. 
At the closing examination, the schoolroom was beautifully decor- 
ated, and the pupils were anxious to show what they had learned. 
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There was a promptness in recitation that was very gratifying. 
This school in my opinion was a decided success. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Frank Rogers. 

Mr. Rogers came to us with the highest recommendations, and 
passed a most satisfactory examination. He is a young man of 
most excellent character, and was very desirous to succeed. But 
we feared at the very outset that he might be deficient in energy 
and tact, but as he was young, we wished to give him a fair trial 
and hoped that he would prove that our fears were groundless. 
He gained the love and esteem of his pupils, which were shown 
by the valuable presents which he received at' the close of the term. 

But the final examination showed that the earnest efforts of the 
agent and the supervisor, together with the best intentions 
and endeavors of the teacher do not always secure suc- 
cess. The order mas defective. While Mr. R. had the good will 
of many of his pupils, there were others that did not care to sub- 
mit to good discipline. There was a want of promptness in recita- 
tion. We can but hope that there were better results than ap- 
peared. There are elements in this district that render it very 
difficult for any teacher, and this will account in some measure for 
the want of success. Mr. R. would doubtless have accomplished 
more in some other school; 

District No. 3. 

Summer Term. Agent, John Wilson. Teacher, Mary S. 
Hideout. 

This district has had the advantage of retaining the same teacher 
for several successive terms. Miss Rideout is at home among 
children, and possesses many qualities that fit her for a teacher. 
She knows how to win the love of her pupils, and secure their obe- 
dience. She is patient and unwearied in her efforts for their im- 
provement. 

There were some most excellent readers in this school during 
the summer term. We have scarcely ever heard better reading. 
The other recitations were very good, especially in arithmetic. 
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Fall Term. Teacher, Mary S. Hideout. 

This school suffers more than any other in town, by a constant 
drain of its pupils. As soon as they are twelve,years of age, they 
pass over to the Jnstitute. It is a great discouragement to a 
teacher to part with her scholars just as they become interested in 
their studies, and it is a great damage to a school to lose its best 
pupils. 

But the work done here is none the less important — the foun- 
dation is laid, and the children prepared to take their place in the 
higher school. 

There are many of the smaller ones that have made rapid pro- 
gress during the past year — indeed all have made good improve- 
ment. We wish that the teacher would require more of her 
scholars, and insist upon more earnest application. The winter 
term is not closed and therefore we will not report concerning it. 

District No. 4. 

Summer Term. Agent, Josiah Merrill. Teacher, Emily 
Leigh ton. 

This district have shown that enterprise and public spirit in 
erecting a convenient and comfortable school room. They need to 
add some apparatus to make it complete. There should be in every 
school-house a dictionary, globe and outline maps at least. 

Miss Leighton secured the affection of her scholars, and accom- 
plished fair results. We thought she did not teach self independ- 
ence as much as she should. The children here especially need 
it. A certain modesty and diffidence are desirable, but they may 
be excessive. Children should be taught to think for themselves, 
and know the reason of things. This school was on the whole a 
profitable one. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Eliza H. Morton. 

This teacher had a rare faculty of interesting her pupils, and of 
teaching them practical things. She introduced drawing, the 
drafting of bills of sale and various other forms used in mercantile 
life. Some very fine works executed by the scholars were pre- 
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sented at the closing examination. We cannot commend too 
highly her methods of teaching. There was a readiness in recita- 
tion that was delightful. If the children could conquer their bash- 
fulness and speak louder they would appear to excellent advantage. 
The spelling was very fine, especially on the part of the little ones. 
Several of the parents and friends of this district showed their 
appreciation by their presence at the examination. All were 
highly gratified. We pronounce this a successful school. 

District No. 5. 

Summer Term. Agent, A. M. Small. Teacher, Ellen M. 
Skillins. 

On my first visit the order was good, and the school promised 
fair success. The reading was defective and showed that there 
had not been proper drill. Reading lies at the foundation of all 
knowledge, and too much attention cannot be devoted to it. 1 1 is 
a singular fact that when half of the school hours are spent in this 
department we do not receive better returns. At close of the term 
I found some improvement, but there was the appearance of inat- 
tention. This school needs to be stirred up. There is good ma- 
terial here — it must be worked and moulded. We were hardly 
satisfied with the progress of this school. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Lawrence. 

Miss Lawrence's, literary qualitications were ample, and she is 
naturally active. The order in this school was excellent. There 
were several young men who gave character to it. 

The final examination evinced patient study and faithful instruc- 
tion. The classes in reading were good, especially the first and 
second. The recitations in arithmetic and geography were cred- 
itable. There was a good deal of diffidence which annoyed the 
teacher and hindered the scholars from doing themselves full justice. 

However we think good improvement was made. 

District No. 6. 
This school is under the supervision of Parmouth, so we have no 
report of it. 
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District No. 7. 

Summer Term. Agent, George Merrill. Teacher, Maria G. 
Buxton. 

At our first visit we found that the children were all delighted 
with their teacher. The order was perfect and the pupils studious. 
Miss Buxton has a most happy faculty of securing the affection of 
her scholars. She is untiring in her efforts for their good, and 
decided in her government. There is no friction — the wheels run 
smoothly. At the close of the term I found that there had been 
great improvement in all the studies pursued. The reading was 
natural and showed careful and excellent drill. Miss B. is one of 
our best readers, and has a power to teach this most important 
branch, which few possess. We wish that she could be retained 
as a teacher since nature has specially qualified her for this work. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Ella Hadlock. 

Miss Hadlock has had considerable experience in teaching, and 
is well qualified. She understands the nature of children, and 
governs by love. Therefore it is not necessary to say that she 
gave satisfaction to the district. 

The last day of school was unfavorable, as a deep snow had fal- 
len the day before, so that not all the scholars were present. But 
those that were there showed that they had improved their privi- 
leges and were desirous to do their best. - There were several de- 
clamations that were gratifying. The pupils were very much in- 
terested in this exercise. I would recommend that it be introduc- 
ed into every school. 

District No. 8. (Chebeague.) 

Summer Term. Agent, Albert Warden. Teacher, Helen 
Forbes. 

This school was commenced nine days before the teacher was 
presented for examination. Her literary qualifications appeared 
to be sufficient, and she had an earnest desire to succeed. This 
was her first effort in teaching, and the school difficult, ff we 
could have seen her before she began, we should have said in all 
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kindness, that she had better not undertake such a task at first. 
With a smaller school she would doubtless have showed more sat- 
isfactory results. As it was, I am sorry to say, that it was far 
from a success. 

This district, especially, should secure without regard to expense 
the best teachers that can be found. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Lyman Sturdivaat. 

This school was visited after it had been in session one week. 
The order was all that could be desired. We did not notice a 
whisper during the afternoon, and every scholar was in his place. 
Mr. Sturdivant gained the confidence of the pupils and of the 
parents. 

At our second visit near the close of the term, we found the 
same order and the same attention to study. The recitations mere 
prompt, and indicated a good degree of application. Some diffi- 
cult problems were performed with readiness. 

We think this a profitable school, and the district will employ 
the teacher three weeks longer than it was expected at first. 
This district needs sadly a new school-house, or their present house 
thoroughly repaired. They also need some convenient out build- 
ings. The health as well as morals of the pupils imperatively de- 
mand it. We earnestly entreat them to take this matter in hand. 

District No. 9. (Chebeague.) 

Summer Term. Agent, David Hill. Teacher, Maria L. 
Buxton. 

This district was especially fortunate in securing the services 
of Miss Buxton. Nature as well as culture has qualified her for 
a teacher. She has tact and skill, united with gentleness 
and decision. Therefore her pupils loved her and made rapid pro- 
gress in their studies. The gentlemen whom I requested to visit 
the school at its close, say "we found it in a very prosperous con- 
dition. The order was excellent, and the scholars -ware prompt in 
their lessons. We are free to say that Miss Buxton is one of the 
very best teachers that we ever had in this district. The schoo 
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was first class in every respect." I will add, they have a beautiful 
and convenient school-room, and an ample apparatus. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Seth Eenson. 

It is a rare privilege to visit a school under the tuition of such 
a teacher as Mr. Benson. He gives you at once the idea that he 
is "master of the situation," and the pupils show that they yield 
willing and cheerful obedience. R e has had a large experience 
and a wide reputation. 

At the closing examination, we found that the scholars had 
learned to think for themselves — could give a reason for their 
opinions. The classes in reading were unusually satisfactory — 
there was a self-possession and clear enunciation that were charm- 
ing. All the recitations evinced patient study and thorough drill. 

This district have shown decided wisdom in employing this 
teacher two minters — their money was never better expended. 

District No. 11. (Crotch Island.) 
This district is so far out at sea, that I did not visit it. There 
Bas been a school on the Island this winter, but no returns have 
been made. 

District No. 13. 

Fall and Winter Term. Agent, David Merrill. Teacher, M. 
0. Merrill. 

This school appeared very well at my first visit. The order 
was good, and the scholars industrious. Miss Merrill has a fine 
faculty for teaching reading. . She is a natural reader herself and 
can render a piece, so that her pupils can catch the true idea of 
it. There was a marked improvement in this branch. As the 
term has not yet closed, I cannot speak of all the results. 

At my second visit, I thought that the school was making good 
progress in their several studies. Some of the scholars are back- 
ward, for the reason that they have had only a few weeks of school- 
ing in a year.

TRUSTEES OF GREELY INSTITUTE. 



In compliance with a vote of the town, the Trustees .of the Gree- 
ly Institute ask leave to submit the following report : 

The school commenced its spring term with Mr. G. M. Seiders, 
Principal, and Miss, Maggie Blanchard, Assistant. Whole number 
of scholars, fifty-nine, of which ten were from out of town. 

Fall term, Mr. G. M. Seiders, Principal, Miss Maggie Blanch- 
ard and Mr. Geo. W. Lufkin, Assistants. Unfortunately for 
the school Miss Blanchard's services closed with this term. It 
was a great loss to the school, she being a very superior teacher. 
Whole number of scholars, seventy-nine, of which eighteen were 
from out of town. 

Winter term, Mr. G.M. Seiders, Principal, Mr. G. W. Lufkin and 
Miss L. Blanchard, Assistants. Whole number of scholars sixty- 
seven, of which fourteen were from out of town. The school is in 
a very flourishing .condition, and it owes its high reputation to the 
efficient and capable management of the principal. Owing to the 
large number of classes it requires two assistants, therefore one is 
obliged to take the laboratory for a recitation room which is in no 
way suitable, therefore the trustees most earnestly recommend the 
town to finish the upper story.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 



During the past year, there has been fair progress in some of the 
schools. In others, far less has been accomplished than ought to 
have been. But if the children have not learned all they might 
have learned, your committee feels that he has gained more knowl- 
edge of schools, during the last twelve months, than in any pre- 
viousyear. If the people will receive and act upon the sugges- 
tions which may be made as the result of that knowledge, the year 
may not prove unprofitable. Never before have I been so 
thoroughly impressed with the importance of our common schools, 
or seen so clearly the defects of our system. 1 1 is a vital ques- 
tion, how can these schools become more efficient ? Until the cit- 
izens are convinced of the necessity and possibility of improve- 
ment, they will not put forth those efforts or adopt those means 
which will ensure the greatest success. 

As the laws now are, the source of power, and the place to be- 
gin reform, are in the districts themselves. The people should 
have a settled policy, that they will employ the best teachers that 
can be obtained. Perhaps all will say, that this is now the deter- 
mination. It may be the intention, but it is most meagrely carried 
out. The best cannot be secured without the utmost care. I do 
not say that the first class should be sought in every case, but 
those adapted to the special work to be done. The idea seems to 
be deeply imbedded in the minds of many, that almost any body 
can teach our backward schools. There never was a more absurd 
or ruinous notion. It is true that these schools do not need teach- 
ers so far advanced in study, but they do demand the greatest 
tact, energy and enthusiasm. If the children are dull, all the 
more they should have instructors who can inspire and stimulate 
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them. They must awaken in them a love of study, and teach 
them to apply themselves. Mere learning, or we might say, mere 
knowledge of books, is a very small part of the qualifications need- 
ed for the business of teaching. Some who have made high at- 
tainments in science and literature, make the poorest teachers. 
Hence we should seek for those who have some natural ability for 
the profession — those who have character, and are "born to com- 
mand." 

1 1 is the greatest folly to hire any, because they are cheap — 
they are the dearest in the end. Neither is it wisdom to increase 
the wages, unless the work is better. Notwithstanding what was 
said last year in regard to raising wages, I must say that enough 
and more than enough is now paid in many cases. What me want 
is better teachers than we now have ; then we can afford to pay 
them. We have a few that are all that could be desired. Many 
commence teaching while too young. Let us insist upon the best 
talent. 1 1 is easy enough for people to see that one man, on the 
farm or in the shop, is better worth two dollars per day, than 
another is one dollar, but they do not think the same holds true in 
regard to teaching. As long as we pay the same price for infe- 
rior work in the school-room, that we do for the best, we cannot 
elevate our schools. 

Just here great responsibility rests upon the agents in the sev- 
eral districts. Then let every district elect the best man as agent. 
If you select one who has some favorite to employ as teacher, or 
who will take no interest, but will hire the first person that applies, 
and at the cheapest rate, you can blame none but yourselves, if 
the school is a failure. Every person, whether he has children or 
not, has a deep and vital interest in this choice, and should by all 
means attend the district school meeting. There is no meeting 
held, more important to the interests of education than this ; yet 
it is often considered by many, of the least importance. Choose 
the right man, and you may leave the business to his care for that 
year. I would most earnestly beg of the citizens to notice tins 
one thing ; if you do, this report will be well worth all its cost. 

And here let me say that unless the districts do perform their 
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duty in the selection of the agent, the superintendent can accom- 
plish little — his hands are often completely tied — his best efforts 
utterly futile. But you will say, that he has the power of reject- 
ing a teacher, if he is not suitable. This is true, and yet it will 
do little good, unless the people are bound to have the best teach- 
ers, and the agent secures the right one, in the first place. The 
agent has the advantage. He can enquire into the past record of 
the applicant, and can hnoio whether he is fit for the place. The 
superintendent has no such opportunity ; he must judge by the lit- 
erary qualifications of the candidate, and by his general knowledge 
of human nature. We are sometimes almost obliged to give cer- 
tificates in cases where me should by no means hire the persons. 
They may be fine scholars, but me can know nothing of their past 
success — we have no means of knowing ; recommendations arc 
of no account, we lost all confidence in them long ago. We must 
have actual knowledge of -what the person has done. Therefore, 
there should be the closest sympathy between the superintending 
committee and the agents, for it is only by working together, that 
the best results can be reached. If the committee have been in 
office a year or more, they know who of the teachers have suc- 
ceeded in town, and they may also know of others whom they can 
endorse. 1 1 is then the part of the commonest prudence, that the 
agents consult with the superintending committee before they en- 
gage, unless they can secure one who has already given satisfac- 
tion in the district. This year I have come to the full conviction 
that the wisest may, mould be to put the hiring of teachers into the 
hands of the euperintendent, if you can find the right man — one 
of sound judgment, of broad views, and wholly unselfish. The 
objection to the "centralization of power," cannot be sustained. 
The thing is, to have the work done in the best manner. It would 
not do to commit this power to every body, but to one, who would 
be a servant to the people, and would carry out their mill. 

Something has been done, to secure uniformity of school books 
in town. The geographies are now alike, with a small exception, 
and the grammars nearly so. This has been done at a very small 
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expense — not more than thirty dollars. I mould recommend that 
Eaton's Arithmetic be thrown out. Two-thirds or three-quarters of 
the pupils now have Greenleaf 's, which are much to be preferred. 
I thought it best to make only a partial change last year. No new 
books have been introduced, with the exception of eight — taken on 
trial. 

One word as to the value of a printed report. It is easy to 
see, that it would render the teachers more careful, and one hint 
to a district mould be worth sometimes, more than fifty dollars, or 
it might save the wages of a whole term.

District No. 1. 
Agent, Greenleaf Bibber. Summer Term. Teacher, D. G. 
Sturdivant. 

At the first visit the school appeared well, and it was hoped 
that it would be a, success. Such suggestions were made as were 
deemed necessary. The closing examination showed defective 
order and 8 carelessness in the recitations. The reading was too 
fast. More energy and decision mould have eecured better re- 
sults. Still I am inclined to believe that Miss S. has the power 
in her if she will develope it. 
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Winter Term. Teacher, Ellen Blanchard. 

At the commencement of the term the order was far from what 
it should be. The teachfir was urged to improve it. At the 
close I found the order all that could be desired. The scholars 
are bright and by no means bashful. The reading in the two 
higher classes mas not up to what we have heard in some past 
terms. There was a "tone" which greatly marred the exercise. 
The other classes read remarkably well. The recitations in arith- 
metic and geography showed careful drill and close application. 

This district needs most sadly a new school house. 

District No. 2. 

Agent, John Sawyer. Summer Term. Teacher, Florence 
Hill. 

Miss H. passed a very creditable examination, and is a very 
worthy lady. But after visiting her school three times within 
four weeks, I most reluctantly advised her to resign. The order 
was exceedingly deficient, and the teaching more unsatisfactory. 
But the district called a meeting and voted to retain Miss H., 
and she therefore kept the school eight weeks longer. Your com- 
mittee did not consider it wise to interfere, and did not visit the 
school at its close, as it was then in the hands of the district. 
The people now are probably satisfied that the first decision was 
right. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Charles W. Jordan. 

When I first visited this school this term, I thought it never 
appeared better. The teacher seemed to have the respect of his 
pupils ; and if he had believed that whispering should be entirely 
forbidden, and none allowed to leave their seats except when ab 
solutely necessary, the order would doubtless have been perfect. 
But it was not up to the standard. Still the pupils made good 
recitations, and showed careful drill, and that they had improved 
their time. The first class in reading had too high ideas as to 
their acquirements in this essential branch of study. On the 
whole the school was a fair success. 
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District No. 3. 
Agent, John Wilson. Snmmer Term. Teacher, Mary S. 
Hideout. 

1 1 is seldom that a district is so well satisfied with a teacher, 
as this is with Miss Rideout. She has been employed here for 
several years. The children like their teacher, and we can see a 
steady progress from term to term. Your committee feels that 
more shou % be required of the scholars, but it is not certain that 
the district demands a stricter discipline. The children here are 
farther advanced, according to their age, than any in town. 

Fall and Winter Terms. 

At the last examination there was a decided improvement. The 
order mas better than me have ever seen it. The reading was 
good, and the other classes very satisfactory. One boy, eleven 
years old, Arnie Chase, performed a long and difficult problem in 
"Partial Payments," in a most creditable manner. Many of the 
other pupils did well. There were one or two declamations that 
added to the interest. 

District No. 4. 

Agent, Cyrus Sham. Summer Term. Teacher, Sophronia 
Leighton. 

This mas Miss Leighton's first attempt at teaching. The order 
was good, as it has always been when I have visited this school. 
The children in this district are well disposed, but we must say, 
too modest, too afraid to tell what they have learned. Miss L. 
was not energetic enough. The recitations did not show that care 
which is so desirable. Accuracy and decision are essential to good 
scholarship. This district should employ the best talent that can 
be found ; they need a teacher of great energy and power of in- 
spiration. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Helen M. Lawrence. 

Miss Lawrence always succeeds in securing the confidznce and 
love of her pupils. The children in this district were delighted 
with their teacher. Her gentle and quiet ways perfectly coincide 
with the genius of the school. We could wish that to her excel- 
lent qualities, Miss L. could add a little more enthusiasm. These 
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children especially need it. They evidently had been well taught 
and had applied themselves to their studies, but they did not dare 
to let their voices out. I could not hear more than half of what 
they said. We gave them credit of knowing well their lessons. 
Let thern cultivate the power of expression. 
District No. 5. 

Agent, Enos Leighton. Summer Term. Teacher, Helen M. 
Lawrence. 

At the commencement of this term, the full attendance was very 
noticeable. The order mas fair, and the school appeared well. 
There was not quite animation enough, and the reading was toa 
hurried. The recitations in arithmetic were good. There was 
creditable improvement in all the studies. The appreciation of the 
teacher mas shown by a valuable and appropriate gift from the 
pupils. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Ida M. Stiles. 

This teacher entered upon her work with a good degree of in- 
terest and determination. She found the school well disposed 
and easily governed. The older pupils did themselves special 
credit by their correct deportment. The classes in reading made 
a great degree of improvement. The first class in arithmetic 
evinced that they understood the ground gone over, the others did 
well. The second in grammar had made commendable progress. 
We should say that this school lacks enthusiasm, the pupils need 
to engage in their studies with more zeal. 

District No. 6. 

Agent, Frank Blanchard. Summer Term. Teacher, Miss 
Mary Goodwin. 

But one visit mas made to this school, as it is more especially 
under the care of Yarmouth. I found the teacher happy among 
her children, and well qualified for her work. Although there are 
few in this school, yet the pupils are bright and the recitations 
compared well with those in the other part of the town. We mere 
very much pleased, and predicted a successful term. Miss G. has 
been employed here for three seasons, and is a favorite in the dis- 
trict,

DistrIct No. 7. 

Agent, Adams Merrill. Summer Term. Teacher, Maria G. 
Buxton. 

The first thing that would strike a visitor to this school mould 
be the perfect understanding between teacher and pupils, and 
consequently the excellent order. Miss B. is at home in the school- 
room and knows how to encourage and stimulate the dullest child. 

At the closing examination there was marked improvement in 
every branch of study. The pupils know what they have learned, 
and were ready to tell it. There was some fine reading, and a very 
excellent class in grammar. All the recitations mere highly satis- 
factory. 

Fall Term. Teacher, M. G. Buxton. 

This district was so fortunate as to retain the same teacher 
through the year. This is great advantage to any school where 
the teacher is well qualified for her work. 

I need not say that I found everything in perfect order. There 
are some excellent readers here. I was much pleased with the 
correct answers to historical questions. This is a study that is too 
much neglected. There mas a thoroughness in all the studies 
that was exceedingly gratifying. This school mas a decided suc- 
cess. 

District No. 8. 

Agent, Wm. V. Littlefield. Summer Term. Teacher, A. M. 
Stover. 

The order in this school was good, which is always the first re- 
quisite. The teacher was faithful in her round of duties. The 
children all loved her and hence her task mas easy. We should 
have been glad to have seen more variety, and more drill — there 
was too much routine. Still the school made fair progress. 

The great difficulty in this school is the small number that attend 
and the irregularity of these. Out of 98 children in the district 
only 33 were registered, just about one-third. In No. 4, out of 
30, 28 attended school. 

In this district 70 should be found in the school every term. 

Pall Term. Teacher, Etta A. Littlefield. 
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1 1 was a trying position for Miss L. to be a teacher in her own 
district. Still me believe that she gave general satisfaction. She 
is a good scholar and only needs more energy to make a successful 
teacher. The order was good and the improvement fair. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Lyman Sturdivant. 

1 1 will be sufficient to say that Mr. S. more than maintained 
the reputation of last minter. He was more at home and had 
more thorough drill. At my first visit I mas especially pleased 
with the order and the number of large scholars. If these had 
all continued to the end of the term, a fine show might have been 
made. As it was, we pronounce it a profitable school. 

District No. 9. 

Agent, Edward Ross. Summer Term. Teacher, Abbic F. 
Parvis. 

Miss P. brought to this school much experience, and a well 
earned reputation. Seldom do we see such enthusiasm in a teacher 
as she manifests, or a more thorough drill. She teaches her pupils 
to think for themselves. 

The closing examination was especially satisfactory. There mas 
self possession on the part of the children that mas delightful. 
Could Miss P. have been retained for the three terms of the year, 
great benefit mould have been secured. The people of the dis- 
trict fully appreciated her, and would have been glad to employ 
her longer, but she would not consent to remain. 

Pall Terra. Teacher, Sarah P. Lunt. 

Miss L. is a lady of great worth of character, and has bad a 
long experience in teaching. We think under other circumstances 
she would have secured more decided results than she did in this 
school. Her quiet and methodical ways were such a contrast to 
the stir and drive of the last teacher, that she was hardly appre- 
ciated by her pupils. As I did not visit her school at its close, I 
cannot report the improvement made. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Maria G. Buxton. 

This district is to be congratulated that it could secure the ser- 
vices of this teacher. The children were delighted to welcome her 
again. This mas the first experiment in this district, of employ- 
ing a lady teacher in the winter. All acknowledge that it was a 
complete success. Miss B. found the order very deficient, but she 
brought it up to its former high standard. 
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At my last visit, the school showed that an experienced hand 
had managed it. Many of the recitations were excellent. The 
teacher had done every thing that was possible to be done, but we 
fear that the pupils have not applied thetnselves as they ought. 
Thorough application alone mill make scholars. 

District No. 11. (Crotch Island.) 
Agent, Moses Pettengill. Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Pratt. 
This Island mas visited twice. The school is small, Ave found 
15 pupils. It is to be feared that the people in this district do 
not take sufficient interest. There ought to be a school here in 
the summer or fall. Money enough is appropriated to have eigh- 
teen or twenty weeks of school, if it is wisely expended. 

I would earnestly recommend that they henceforth employ an 
experienced teacher. The young lady here, appeared well, but is 
too young to teach. The children are remarkably bright, and 
should not be neglected. 

District No. 12. 
There is but one scholar in this to go to school, therefore this 
district should be merged into some other. The child can still be 
allowed to go out of town, as it is more convenient. 

District No. 13. 

Agent, Daniel S. Merrill. Summer Term. Teacher, Olive H. 
Merrill. 

This mas Miss Merrill's second term in this district. The order 
was excellent. The school was small, but a good degree of 
interest mas excited. The teacher secured the bve of her pupils. 

I was obliged to visit the school the second term several days 
before the close, so there was little or no opportunity for review. 
My impressions were very favorable, and it was evident that 
teacher and scholars had been diligent. It mas a profitable term. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Pomeroy Weils. 

Mr. Wells commenced this school on trial. He succeeded in 
gaining the good mill of the pupils, and pleased the district. 

The reading was prompt and loud. But the other recitations 
were very unsatisfactory to yonr committee. There was an entire 
want of drill, a carelessness that was inexcusable. Still the school 
mas of some value.

The Spring term of this school, commenced March 16th, with 
whole number of scholars, seventy-five. G. M. Seidera, as Prin- 
cipal, and Miss 0. M. Barron, as 1st Assistant, and Miss M. E. 
Osgood, 2nd Assistant, and continued eleven weeks. 

The Fall term commenced Aug. 31st, with fifty-nine scholars, 
whole number. W. R. Hemmenway, as Principal, Miss M. G. 
Buxton, 1st Assistant, and continued twelve weeks, at the expira- 
tion of this the school dedicated the new hall in the 2nd story, by 
an exhibition. In the vacation between this and the winter term, 
your trustees thought it necessary to put in a new furnace, one of 
the Barstow Dome Furnaces was selected which gives entire satis- 
faction. 

Winter term commenced Dec. 7th, under the same instructors, 
and continued eleven weeks, whole number of scholars, fifty-one.

I n reviewing the condition and progress of the schools in town, 
for the last year, I find much to commend, and some things to 
condemn. 

At the beginning of the year many of our old teachers of 
established reputation, left town and sought other fields of labor; 
and your Superviso has had to deal with a corps of entirely new 
and in some cases, inexperienced teachers. Two of our teachers 
had never taught before, and four had only taught one term. 
But notwithstanding these drawbacks, our schools have enjoyed a 
fair degree of prosperity. For, although our teachers have not 
all been of great experience, and "born to command," nearly all 
have been earnest, faithful, and hard working ladies and gentle- 
men ; and as a rule, our money has been quite well expended. 

Of the eleven districts whose schools have been under my 
charge, six have expended their money in three terms of school. 

The benefit of this plan in large, powerful districts, will be seen 
at once ; but in small, weak districts, the plan has been a failure. 
Of the eighteen terms of school which have been held in these six 
districts, six have been of only seven weeks each. 1 1 generally 
requires about five weeks for scholars to settle themselves down to 
the term business, and as a rule, they will learn as much in the 
last four weeks, as in the first six. My opinion is, that, "had 
these districts expended their money in two terms of equallength, 
more benefit mould have been obtained. " After a thorough exami- 
nation of the matter, I thought it best to take Eaton's Arithmetics 
out of the schools, and as the Trustees of Greely Institute adopted 
Creenleaf s New Series of Mathematics for that school, I adopted 
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the same series to be used in the town schools. These books have 
been furnished to the scholars at two-thirds of the retail price, and 
I think that the results have justified the exchange.

The condition and progress of the schools, as nearly as I could 
ascertain by visiting them has been as follows : 

District No. 1. 

Agent, Moses Starling, Summer term taught by Flora Star- 
ling. 

This was Miss Starling's first attempt at teaching, and was made 
in her own school district. There was some feeling in the district 
against employing one of its own scholars, and especially one of 
so little experience. At my first visit the order was good, and 
the recitations creditable. At my last visit the school was not so 
orderly, but good improvement was made, especially in the reading 
classes. I consider this to have been a profitable term of school. 
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Fall term. Taught by the same teacher. 

I am of the opinion that Miss S. should not have attempted 
another term in this district. The feeling against the teacher, of 
which I have spoken, became more strongly developed. Some of 
the scholars did not attend regularly; the teacher became dis- 
couraged, and the school did not make the improvement it should 
have made. I would say to the people of this district, no matter 
how poor a school you have, if you do not see that your scholars 
attend, and attend regularly, you are not doing your part to make 
your school profitable. 

Winter term. Taught by Ellen Blanchsrd. 

Miss Blanchard seems to have a good understanding of the na- 
ture of the scholars of this district. At my last visit the recita- 
tions were prompt, and the order good. The teacher and scholars 
seemed to be interested, and the school was a profitable one. 

District No. 2. 

Agent, Asa Merrill. Summer term taught by Miss M. S. 
Sturdivant. 

Miss S. is a fine scholar and good instructor. Tie scholars in 
this school are ambitious, intelligent, and well advanced in study. 
The order and improvement mere good, and the school was satis- 
factory. 

Winter term, taught by Charles A. Chase. 

Mr. C. has a good education, and is very energetic. ('Busi- 
ness" is his motto in the school room. Good order was main- 
tained throughout the term, and had not sickness broken out in 
the school, cutting the attendance down to nine scholars (at one 
time) the school would have been as profitable as any the district 
has ever had. As it was, the school was a good one, and the 
money well expended. 

District No. 3. 

Agent, John Wilson. Teacher, Mary S. Rideout. 
This district has had three terms a year for some years past, 
and employs the same teacher for three terms. Mss R. is an 
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estimable lady, and well fitted for the position she occupies. The 
children are all under twelve years of age, and therefore do not 
need to be kept under such discipline as would be required under 
other circumstances. The teacher is kind in management, and 
thorough in her instruction, and the results which mnst necessarily 
follow such management, were all that could be desired. Having 
much confidence in Miss R. as a teacher, I have not visited her 
school twice every term. In my judgment such attention was 
not necessary. 

District No. 4. 

Agent, Levi Morrill. Summer term taught by Sophronia 
Leighton. 

As I was not notified of the closing of this school in season, I 
did not visit it this term but once. At this visit the school ap- 
peared well, although teachers and scholars seemed too diffident, as 
though they were afraid to disturb the quiet of the school room. 
My impression is that Miss L. was not energetic enough to secure 
such results as I could wish. Still this was a fair school. 

Fall Term. Helen M. Lawrence, Teacher. 

Miss L. is just the teacher for this school. The scholars ap- 
peared to be delighted with their teacher, and milling to do all in 
their power to aid her. The improvement in all branches of study 
was noticeable, and the order was excellent. If this teacher could 
have been retained another term, both parents and supervisor would 
have been pleased. 

Winter Term. Taught by Olive Merrill. 

Miss M. is a teacher of considerable experience, and seem de- 
termined to excel in her profession. She is a thorough teacher and 
a good disciplinarian, (though this last qualification is not required 
in this school.) The scholars made good improvement this term, 
especially the classes in reading, which read louder than I have 
ever heard them before. It is due to the scholars to say, that this 
is one of the best dispositioned and easiest schools to govern in 
town. 
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District No. 5. 

P. H. Leighton, Agent. Summer Term. Taught by Celia 
Whitney. 

This teacher is a good scholar, and has the elements of a good 
teacher. This mas her first school. When I first visited it I found 
the teacher discouraged, and apparently afraid of her scholars. 
The order was quite poor, I gave her such advice as I thought 
necessary. At my second visit I found that many of the 
larger scholars had left school to attend to farming, and the teach- 
er had about eighteen scholars mostly small ones. With these she 
was doing nicely, she was more self-possessed and more careful in 
her instruction. I think (taking every thing into consideration) 
that this mas a fair school. 

Fall Term. Taught by Belle Orne. 

Miss Orne is a good instructor, and also a good disciplinarian, 
rather too severe if any thing, for the school she had charge of. 
But she was thorough in her instruction, and the school made good 
improvement. 

Winter Term. Taught by Lucy Hutchinson. 

Miss H. has a talent for teaching, and the district; mere much 
pleased with her school. The large scholars in this school added 
much to the interest, and were particularly noticeable for their 
good deportment, and perfect recitations. This school was a profi- 
table one, and Miss H. is one of the best teachers we have had in 
town this year. 

District No. 6. 

William Loring, Agent. 

This school is under supervision of Yarmouth. 

District No. 7. 

E. G, Prince, Agent. Teacher, Lizzie C. Prince. 

Miss Prince is one of the best teachers me have had in town ; 
and I believe she gave entire satisfaction. She taught the two 
terms and so the school did not have to be reorganized, which mas 
a great saving of time and labor. 
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District No. 8. 

Isaac Strout, Agent. Summer Term. Taught by Etta A. 
Littlefield. 

When I first visited this school I thought it bade fair to be the 
best in town. The order was good, and the pupils appeared to be 
interested in their studies. At the close of the term there appear- 
ed to be a lack of interest, many of the recitations were good, but 
others were not what they should have been. I learned from the 
teacher that the attendance was very irregular, which mill account 
for the short comings of this school. 

Fall Term. Alma M. Brackett, teacher. 
This teacher is young, but very ambitious ; the scholars liked 
her and made good progress. 

Winter Term. L. P. Sturdivant, Teacher. 

District No. 9. 
Agent, E. W. Hamilton. Summer and Fall Terms taught by 
Julia C. Duran. Miss Duran had a larger number of scholars 
than any other teacher of the summer schools. She was prompt, 
energetic, and thorough. Both terms were profitable. 

Winter Term, taught by A. G. Ladd, A. B. 

1 1 is seldom that I have seen scholars so well satisfied with their 
teacher as were these with Mr. L, He is always pleasant and 
kind, and his school was interesting and profitable. I think that 
every one was well satisfied. 

DiStricT No. 11. (Crotch Island.) 
Moses Pettengill, Agent. Teacher, Medora Dellows. 
I made but one attempt to visit this school, and then I found 
that the teacher had gone home on a visit. I learned from the 
agent that she mas doing well, and the people mere well satisfied. 

District No. 12. 
The're are but six scholars in this district, and they attend school 
out of town. 
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District No. 13. 

Horace Farwell, Agent. Summer Term taught by Olive A. 
Merrill. 

1 1 mill hardly be necessary for me to say that Miss M. taught 
a first rate school. She was strict and thorough, and a school 
taught by her is always a good one. 

Winter Term, taught by M. W. Morgan. 

Mr. M.'s school was only six weeks in length. But notwith- 
standing the shortness of the term, good improvement was made, 
and I think he will make an excellent teacher. 



CONCLUSION. 

You have arrived at the beginning of a new school year, and 
it should be your endeavor to see that your school money is well 
expended. A new page is opened to you, and it remains for you 
to decide whether success or defeat shall be written upon it. Let 
nothing remain undone to secure good teachers at their true value. 
I think it will be well to re-elect the district agents of last year 
for this reason. If they have made poor selections in the past, 
they now see where they have failed ; and will be careful not to 
make the same mistake again. 

During the year in which I have been your Supervisor, I have 
tried to perform my duties faithfully, and I thank you for the 
honor conferred upon me.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 



Fellow Citizens: 

With a few exceptions our schools have been very success- 
ful. Many of our agents have made it a point to secure the 
best teachers they could find, and in such cases the results 
have been highly gratifying. It is becoming a known fact 
that we can find as good teachers in our owll town as we can 
elsewhere, and it is a good policy to give the preference to 
home talent. 

We have had some schools which were not what they should 
have been. The trouble in these cases arose from various 
causes. In some cases the agents employed teachers without 
regard to previous experience or success, simply because they 
could get them cheap, looking more to quantity of school than 
to the quality of instruction. Others have employed teachers 
of no experience. It is true we must have some beginners, or 
in time we shall have no teachers. Rut one district has seen 
fit to employ inexperienced teachers for both terms of school. 
Such a policy must retard the general progress of a school. 
If we employ none but inexperienced workmen we must ex- 
pect nothing but rough and often imperfect work. Some will 
say that the Supervisor has the power and should dismiss a 
teacher who does not do well. Judging from what I have 
seen such a course is not always advisible, and should be 
pursued with caution. I take the ground that all teachers 
mean to do well and should have a fair trial. Difficulty in 
school is not always the fault .of the teacher, and I would here 
say that I think no school in town has been wholly useless. 
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A FEW WORDS TO SCHOOL AGENTS. 

It is your duty to return a list of the scholars in your dis- 
tricts, both to the Selectmen and Supervisor or School Com- 
mittee on or before the last day of April in each year. Some 
of you failed to do this last year ; consequently my return to 
the State Superintendent was about a month late, for which 
he politely reprimanded me. It is also your duty to notify 
the Supervisor at the commencement and close of each term 
of school, when practicable. This is practicable to every agent 
in town except one. Pet some of you have failed in this, con- 
sequently the report of such schools will be vague. 

TEXT BOOKS. 
The text books used in town are as follows: Districts JSfos. 
1, 2, 3, 5, 7, 11 and 13 use Hilliards Readers and The Pro- 
gressive or Worcesters 7 Spellers; Eos. 8 and 9 use Parker 
&r Watson's Readers; No. 8 uses Parker & Watson's, and No. 
9 Towns' Spellers ; Nos. 1, 2, 3, 5, 7, 8 and 1 3 use Green- 
leaf's New Series, and Nos. 4, 9 and 11 use Greenleaf's 
Old Series of Arithmetic. Every district has Green's Gram- 
mars and Warren's Geographies. No text books on Hook- 
keeping or Physiology have been adopted for the town, and 
so we have two or three different kinds of Book-keeping. 
Where r'hysiology is studied, Steels' book is used. I think 
too little attention is paid to writing in our schools. Two 
half days in each week should be devoted to this valuable art. 

SCHOOL HOUSES AND EQUIPMENTS. 

Districts Nos. 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 9 and 1 3 have good convenient 
school houses. The building in No. 1, though warm is too 
close and dark, and needs another outlet from the main room. 
The house in No. 8 is old, inconvenient and uncomfortable, 
and should be replaced by a new one. No. 11 has no school 
house and the school is held in a private house. Nos. 3, 9 
and 1 3 have outline maps, and every school house except one 
has a map of the world and of the United States.

CONDITION OF SCHOOLS. 

District No. 1. 

Agent, Greenleaf Bibber. Summer term taught by Alma 
Brackett. 

This school though small, was interesting and profitable. 
The order was all that could be desired. The teacher seemed 
to have the confidence of her pupils, and good improvement 
was observed in all branches. 

Winter term. Taught by Fanny Skillin. 

This school was visited during the first week and appeared 
well. Both teacher and scholars seemed at home in their 
work. The school was closed on account of sickness, and as 
I was not notified at the close, I can make no farther report 
of it. 

District No. 2. 
Agent, Asa Merrill. Summer term taught by Olive H. 
Merrill. 

This was a first rate school. The order was good, and the 
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instruction thorough. The teacher did her best to make the 
scholars do well, and the examination near the close of the 
term showed that every moment had been improved. All 
questions were answered promptly and correctly. 

Winter term. Taught by G. E. Murray. 

This term of school was also a success. Mr. Murray pos- 
sesses the happy faculty of making the dryest lesson attrac- 
tive. In discipline he .was kind, but firm. In instruction 
thorough, and concise. Nice specimens of map drawing were 
exhibited. Historical questions in connection with Geography 
were answered promptly. This school was excelled by none. 

District No. 3. 

Agent, John Wilson. Teacher, Mary S. Hideout. 

The three terms in this district were all taught by the above 
named teacher. The fall term was broken up by sickness, 
but with this exception, the terms were all successful. The 
summer term was the most interesting. The spelling classes 
were particularly good. Improvement in all branches was 
good. I learn that Miss R. contemplates leaving this school. 
1 1 will be difficult for this district to find a teacher who will 
fill her place so long and acceptably as she has. 

District No. 4. 

Agent, N. M. Shaw. Summer term taught by Emily F. 
Blanehard. 

This was Miss B's first attempt at teaching. I visited the 
school at the commencement and it appeared well. The 
order was good and the scholars seemed to be interested. As 
this school closed one-half day sooner than was intended, I 
failed to visit it at the close. 

Winter term. Taught by Helen M. Lawrence. 

This school was highly satisfactory both to parents and 
supervisor. Miss. L. is a good instructor and the scholars 
profited by her instruction. I visited the school at the clos- 
ing exatnination and was much pleased with the exercises. 
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Maps drawn by the scholars were exhibited and did great 
credit to the makers. A declamation and dialogue given by 
the scholars added interest to the occasion. I was pleased to 
see some of the parents present at the examination. 

District No. 5. 
Agent, J. Hulit. Both terms in this district were taught 
by Miss M. S. Sturdivant. She is a good teacher, and at the 
closing examinations her school bore testimony to that effect. 
The order was good, and the recitation satisfactory. Here 
also I saw some splendid maps drawn by the scholars. 

District No. 6. 
Agent, Wm. L. Loring. This school is under the super- 
vision of Yarmouth. 

District No. 7. 

Agent, P. A. Merrill. Summer term taught by Luella Skil- 
lin. I was well satisfied with the appearance and improvement 
of this school. The order was fair, and the school did a good 
term's work. If the school failed in any respect it was not 
the fault of the teacher. 

Fall term. Taught by Evelyn H. Merrill. 

This teacher succeeded well, although in her own district. 
Her school was closed on account of sickness, and recom- 
menced after an interval of some weeks. Although laboring 
under this disadvantage the school made good improvement, 
and the closing examination was satisfactory. 

District No. 8. 

Agent, Wm. Littlefield. Summer term taught by Etta A. 
Littlefield. The order in this school was good. The reading 
was good also, fair improvement was made in Geography. 
Other recitations not satisfactory. 

Fall term. Taught by Calista M. Preble. 

This teacher brought to the school a great deal of experi- 
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encc, and the school was a complete success. The parents 
were much pleased. Miss P. has a rare talent for interesting 
the younger scholars. The oral lessons in Natural Science and 
Astronomy were very interesting. If this teacher can be em- 
ployed for the ensuing summer it will be a great benefit to the 
school. 

Winter term. Taught by A. It. Littlefield. 

This school was also a success. The order and improvement 
were excellent. I have no hesitation in recommending this 
gentleman as an earnest, faithful, conscientious teacher. 

District No. 9. 

Agent, Roswell E. Hamilton. 

By a vote of this district, their school has been divided into 
three grades, according to the age of the scholars. The young- 
est grade to attend the summer term, the next youngest to at- 
tend the fall term, and the oldest to attend the winter term. 
The sumtner term was taught by Lucy Hutchinson. Miss H, 
had about sixty scholars, all nnder twelve years of age. Fair 
improvement was made in all branches, but the order was 
deficient. This was probably due to the class of scholars she 
had charge of. Still I think that another teacher would have 
succeeded better in this school. 

Fall term. Taught by Emma A. Mountfort. Miss Mount- 
fort is an excellent teacher, and taught a first-rate school. 
Singing by the school was an interesting feature of the exer- 
cises. The district were never more satisfied than they were 
this term. 

Winter term. Taught by Olive H. Merrill. This school 
was closed on account of sickness, and as I was not notified of 
the fact, I did not visit it, and can give no farther report of it. 

District No. 11. (Crotch- Island.) 
Agent, Joseph E. Small. Teacher, Grace Billings. This 
school is held in a private house. The reading was prompt 
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and loud. The recitations in Arithmetic were quite good, and 
problems in Fractions and Compound Numbers were solved 
readily. The writing books in this school were excelled by 
none in town. 

District No. 12. 
Agent, Mr. Copp. The scholars in this district attend 
school in Falmouth. 

District No. 13. 
Agent, Albert Rideout. Summer term taught by Alice E. 
Harris. This was Miss H.'s first school, and she succeeded 
well. The order mas good, and improvement satisfactory. I 
think Miss Harris will make a good teacher. 

Winter term. Taught by Frank Dexter. This was Mr. 
Dexter's first attempt at teaching. As I was not notified of 
its close, I did not visit it but once. It then appeared to he 
in a fair condition.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 



Fellow Citizens : 

I have to report our schools in town as generally successful. 
We have had twenty-one terms of school during the year, viz. : 
eight summer terms, five fall, and eight winter terms, in which 
were employed fourteen different teachers. Of these teachers, 
eight were ladies, and six gentlemen. Three of the gentlemen 
and one of the ladies had never taught before. 

I have not heard a single complaint concerning any school dur- 
ing the year, and I do not think there has been a single failure. 
.1 believe we have obtained more benefit from what money we have 
expended this year, than we have in any year since the schools 
have been under my care. But I can not say that I am perfectly 
satisfied. The quality of the work done in some of our schools is 
not what it should be. A few of our districts are contenting them- 
selves with medium schools when they can have better ones by de- 
manding better work of their teachers. There is too much of a 
tendency to employ inexperienced teachers, and they are gener- 
ally employed for the schools that need experienced teachers the 
most. 

I I is right to employ such teachers once in a while, but no more 
than one should be employed in a District in the course of a year. 
Our best schools have been the summer terms in Districts No. 1, 



3, 5, and 7, the fall terms in No. 8, 7, and 9, and the winter terms 
in No. 2, 5, and 8, There were others that were very good, and 
all have been of value. There are two branches of study which 
are too much neglected in our schools ; I refer to spelling and pen- 
manship. Many of our scholars from eight to fourteen years of 
age spend so much time on studies that might be postponed to a 
latter age, that they can not give these branches the attention they 
should receive. And yet this the very time at which writing and 
spelling should receive the most attention. At least one-sixth of 
the school time should be given to the spelling lesson, and scholars 
between the ages of eight and fourteen years should spend at least 
thirty minutes of each day in writing, not exclusively with pen 
and ink, but with slate or paper and pencil. 

Although the text-books used in town, are not uniform, me have 
district uniformity, and I have not deemed it expedient to make 
any change this year. Hilliard's readers have been used in town, 
some over ten years, and the scholars are so familiar with them, 
that they almost know them by heart. Perhaps it mould be well 
to change them if it could be done with little expense,

It will be seen by referring to the table that we apportioned 
twenty per cent, of the school money among the Districts this 
year, that being the extent allowed by law for this purpose. 

I mould recommend that a new school-house be built in Dist. 
No. 8, for it is sadly needed. I would also recommend that re- 
pairs be made upon the interior of the house in Dist. No. 1. 
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In conclusion, I would say that as two-fifths of the scholars in 
town are unable to obtain much benefit from the bequest of the 
late Mr. Greeley, I would recommend that a term of free High 
School be held in Dist. No. 9 and 2, 4, or 5 as was directed by a 
vote of the town one year ago.

SCHOOL REPORT. 



The close of the fiscal and school year is a time when it be- 
comes, not only the privilege, but the urgent duty of e~-ery 
citizen to inquire carefully into the condition and standing of 
tlie schools; to learn what measure of success has attended 
tho work of the teachers ; and to ascertain what causes may 
be hindering their efficiency and successful progress. We 
shall endeavor to place before you a clear and brief statement 
of tlie condition of the schools as we found them, and as they 
are, so that all may enter upon the new year with a clear con- 
ception of their needs and prospects, and thus be able to act 
understandingly with reference to their future success. 

On the first day of April, 1877, there were in the town 570 
scholars between the ages of four and twenty-one, an increase 
of fire on previous year. Of this number nearly one-third 
have not attended any school during the year, and tlie average 
attendance has been less than one-half, or about eight per cent, 
less than the State average. Let parents remember, that ab- 
sence and tardiness are the bane of our schools, and the 
remedy is in their own hands. 

We will not enter into detail respecting the particular merit 
or demerit of each school, but rather give a general outline of 
tlie whole. 

The amount of money — from all sources — appropriated for 
our common schools the past year, was §2,354 33. This was 
apportioned to the several districts as follows : —

We did not know, till after the money was apportioned, tliat 
there was a family with several children on Hope Island, so 
no provision was made for them, but we trust they will be re- 
membered in future. 

The average length of the Summer schools was nine weeks, 
all taught by females The average wages being about eight 
dollars per week, including board ; those on the Island receiv- 
ing about two dollars per week more than those on the Main. 
The Summer and Fall terms of both schools on the Island 
were successful. The average of the Winter schools has been 
about eleven weeks. Three male teachers have been employed, 
and we think, to good advantage. 

There has been no change of text-books during the year, 
but a change of readers in some of the districts might, per- 
haps, be made with profit. Here it may not be amiss to say a 
few words with reference to this important branch of educa- 
tion. Every teacher should be especially ambitious to have 
his pupils learn to read well. They should be carefully and 
thoroughly taught the elementary sounds of the language, and 
how they are made ; also to give erery syllable a clear and 
distinct pronunciation. They should fully understand what 
they read, and be taught to read understandingly, Let teach- 
ers remember, that to be a good reader, is important, and 
requires a quick perception of the meaning, as well as proper 
enunciation of the words. Spelling should also have an im- 
portant place in all our schools ; bad spelling is worse than 
bad penmanship. Geography — This has been sadly neglected 
in some of our schools. It is especially adapted to young 
minds, and its study should be encouraged by both parents 
and teacher. Map drawing, which has been practiced in a few 
of the schools, is well adapted to make this study interesting 
and profitable. 

Writing should receive more attention in our schools. To 
be able to write well, is not only an accomplishment, but a 
very practical and paying branch of education. 

Arithmetic — Let a large share of this study, by all means, 
be mental. It is used every day of one's life, and should be 
made practical, and never confined to the book. The teacher 
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should understand it so well that he could teach it if every 
textbook was removed from the school-room. It should be 
taught by principles, rather than by rules and facts. Algebra 
and Geometry also are essential studies, and can often be pur- 
sued with profit even in our common-schools. 

Grammar — Perhaps there is no single branch in which our 
teachers so generally fail as in that of Grammar. To teach 
this successfully, it must be done to a great extent, orally, and 
from the board. This is especially true of young pupils and 
beginners. If taught orally, the teacher may make what, at 
first seems dry and uninteresting, both infcerestingrand pleasant. 

We have thus far spoken of practical studies ; not that we 
would exclude all others, but the want of practical knowledge, 
not only among our scholars, but with onr teachers, has been 
sadly apparent. Our boys and girls, who must soon act for 
themselves, need something more than a mere knowledge of 
text-books, to make them successful in life. Good tools are as 
necessary for the school-room, as for the mechanic or farmer. 
Every school should be supplied, not only with suitable text- 
books, but with plenty of black-boards, outline maps, Globe, 
and a copy of Webster's Unabridged Dictionary. 

The school-room should receive careful attention. It should 
be kept neat, and made to look cheerful and attractive. Some 
of our school-houses are in bad condition, and I would kindly 
remind parents, that, if they send their children to a dirty, 
neglected, unpleasant school room, they will be sure to develop 
habits of carelessness and inattention. A few dollars expended 
in paper and paint will often do much to help make a successful 
school. 

We would say to our island friends, that while we commend 
them for their manifest interest in their schools, it seems to us 
that the system of grading in District No. 9 might be changed 
with profit. We have sometimes thought that if the two dis- 
tricts were united, having their Summer schools as they now 
do, at each end of the Island, and their Fall and Winter terms 
in a good building near the center, it would give them privi- 
leges equal to almost any free high school in the State. 
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Parents and Teachers ! The future prosperity of this country 
and the happiness of its citizens rest upon you. It is yours to 
solve the great problem, — ■" What the nation shall be, in its 
growth, intelligence and morals." Eemember that teaching is 
an art, requiring both natural and acquired skill of no ordinary 
kind. The training of the human mind is the noblest as well 
as the most important work in which man or woman can 
engage. There is so large amount of detail in the method and 
material of instruction, that it requires the most careful train- 
ing to fit one to be an efficient teacher. For this and other 
reasons, Normal schools are indispensable ; and as we are to 
have one so near as Gorham, we would kindly advise our teach 
ers to avail themselves of its advantages, or give up the 
business. 

In conclusion we would say, let us work together. In no case 
let the teacher be fully engaged without consulting the Super- 
visor. And let us not forget that we have, in our own town, a 
school, free to every child between the ages of twelve and 
twenty-one, that ought to be better than a thousand dollars to 
any one who will avail himself of its advantages.

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There were within the limits of the town, on the 1st day of 
April, 1878, the number of 586 children between the ages of four 
and twenty-one years. Qf these, four were upon Hope Island; 
and it having been ascertained by our assessors that that Island 
was Distriet No. 10, money was apportioned to them, and there 
has been a school in that District during the past winter. 

SCHOOLS. 

The condition and progress of the schools as nearly as I could 
ascertain has been as follows : 

District No. 1 — Summer Term. Joseph Stardivant, Agent ; 
Emily A. Norton, Teacher. This was a small school, and consist- 
ed principally of small scholars. At my first visit I found the 
teacher well interested and trying to make this a successful term. 

Unfortunately, at my last visit some of the older pupils were 
absent; but those who were present showed by their correct an- 
swers to questions asked them, that their time had been well 
spent. Good improvement was noticed especially in the Mental 
Arithmetic and spelling classes. The order also was good. I 
believe this to have been a profitable term of school. 

Winter Term — Charles F. Andrews, Teacher. Mr. Andrews 
passed a fair examination, and at a visit made at the commence- 
ment of the term the school appeared to be in a fair condition. 
The scholars were interested, the order was good, and the teacher 
appeared to have good methods of instruction. The agent moved 
out of the State before the school commenced, and, as there was 
no one to perform his duties, the Supervisor was not notified of 
the close of the school and did not visit it but once, and conse- 
quently can give no farther report of it. 

District No. 2— SPRTNGand Fall Terms. E. S. W. Jones, 
Agent ; Mary L. Hitchcock, Teacher. This was Miss Hitchcock's 
first attempt at teaching, and she succeeded as well as beginners 
usually do. She is a good scholar, appears to have a liking for 
the business, and I think with more experience she will make a 
fine teacher. In the Spring term good improvement was made in 
the smaller reading classes, also in the Geography class. In the 
Arithmetic classes, although not a large amount had been done, 
yet that had been well done. In the fall term, the teacher seemed 
more at home in her work, and fairimprovement was made in most 
of the branches taught. 

"Winter Term — Horace E. Sawyer, Teacher. At my first visit, 
I found this school in a good condition. I was forced to make my 
second visit about three weeks before the close, and the school 
was examined without any preparation. Fair improvement was 
noticed in all the classes examined. I feel satisfied that Mr. 
Sawyer has been a faithful and patient worker., and a successful 
school is the result. 
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District No. 3 — Solomon L. Blanchard, Agent ; Olive H. Mer- 
rill, Teacher. This District employ the same teacher for the 
school year of three terms. At my first visit to the Spring term, 
the order was good. The recitations though not animated were 
well conducted. At the examination I found the greatest lack 
was that of carefulness in reading. The two larger classes in 
Arithmetic appeared to have made good improvement. A class 
of beginners seemed to have gained a fairknowledge of the ground 
rules. The Mental Arithmetic class had not done so well. The 
class in Primary Geography appeared to have made first rate pro- 
gress. Fair progress was made in the other Geography classes. 
At the visit made to the fall term the school appeared better. 
The reading was very good, and the other recitations satis- 
factory. I think that more attention should be paid to writing 
in this school than there has been in the past. During the Spring 
term only three scholars practiced writing. I did not think it 
necessary to visit this school twice each term, and intended to 
visit the winter term at the close. But the teacher's letter noti- 
fying me of the close of the school failed to reach me until it was 
too late, and so I can make no report of that term. 

District No. 4 — Summer Term. Joseph W. Shaw, Agent ; 
Jessie A. Legrow, Teacher. Miss Legrow is a comparatively in- 
experienced teacher. At a visit made at the beginning of the 
school, it appeared to be in a fair condition. The recitations 
in Arithmetic were creditable and the reading was good. The 
order was good (as it always is in this school). Here again I was 
not notified of the close of the school and did not visit it a second 
time. 

Winter Teem — Helen M. Lawrence, Teacher. This is the 
district's favorite teacher, and certainly the school always makes 
good improvement under her care. At my first visit I found every 
thing moving along smoothly and satisfactorily. At the closing 
examination,evidences of faithful work on the part of both teacher 
and pupils were seen. Good improvement had been made by all 
the classes examined. The writing books also showed good care 
and good improvement. 

District *No. 5-^SummeR Tern. Edward Hall, Agent; Helen 
M. Lawrence, Teacher. The order in this school was good. Fair 
improvement was made in reading, but a little more animation 
would have made it still better. Good improvement was made in 
all the Arithmetic classes, also in Penmanship. This was one of 
the most successful of our summer schools. 

Fall Term — Fannie Skillin, Teacher. The improvement in 
some of the Arithmetic classes was not satisfactory, in others con- 
siderable progress was made. Good improvement was made by 
the class in Analysis, and the class in Elementary Grammar gained 
a fair knowledge of the parts of speech. Had there not been a 
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lack of sympathy between teacher and pupils, I think more im- 
provement would have been made. 

Winter Teem — Commenced by Miss Emma C. Pittee, and 
continued several weeks. Dissatisfaction arising in the district 
the school was closed by mutual consent. I was well satisfied 
with this teacher's class drill, and with the improvement made. 
The trouble seemed to arise from some injudicious remarks used 
by the teacher to some of her pupils. After a short vacation the 
school was re-commenced under the care of Miss Susan C. Prank, 
a teacher of iarge experience, and when visited a short time ago 
appeared to be in an excellent condition. 

District No. 6 — I?. W. Blanchard, Agent. This District is 
under the supervision of Yarmouth. 

District JSTo 7 — SPRINGand Fall Terms. Nathaniel Mer- 
rill, Agent; Mary B. Stevens, Teacher. Miss Stevens is very 
ambitions to succeed as a teacher, and seizes upon every new 
method of instruction and puts it into practical use. Good order 
was maintained throughout both terms. Good improvement was 
noticed in all the branches studied. 

District No. 8— SPRINGTerm. Wm. Seabuiy, Agent; Ellen 
S. Bracliett, Teacher. This school consisted principally of small 
scholars, there being twenty in the Primer class. The Reading 
classes showed that pains had been taken with them, and had 
made fair improvement. The class in Mental Arithmetic had 
spent the term upon the multiplication and division tables and 
had learned them very well. Some of the older scholars had re- 
viewed percentage, proportion and evolution, and understood them 
very well. The improvement in other branches was fair and the 
order good. 

Fall Teem — Calista A. Preble, Teacher. The District was 
very fortunate in securing the services of so able and experienced 
a teacher as this lady. She has taught this school four terms and 
has always given perfect satisfaction. Good improvement was 
made in all branches. The oral lessons in History were excellent 
and very interesting. It is hoped that the services of this lady 
will be secured for the coming summer. 

Winter Term — L. P. Sturdivant, Teacher. I have good rea- 
sons for believing that this was a successful term of school. 

District No. 9 — Summer Term. James M. Hamilton, Agent ; 
Mrs. R. M. Walker, Teacher. At my examination of this school 
the younger Reading classes read very correctly. The older 
classes read too fast and too carelessly. The class in Primary 
Geography, organized at about the middle of the term, seemed 
to have gained quite a good knowledge of physical and mathe- 
matical geography. The class in the larger geography gained a 
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good knowledge of the geography of the United States. The 
class beginning in Grammar made fair improvement. The class 
in Analysis and Parsing appeared to be quite proficient in those 
branches. The order was not very good. 

Fall Term — Theresa M. Merrill, Teacher. This was one of 
the most successful terms of school in town for the year. The 
teacher was very popular with both parents and pupils. Good 
improvement was made in all b anches, especially in reading, 
which had before been sadly neglected. Nothing fancy was 
attempted, but good, plain, thorough work was the aim of this 
teacher in every thing. Singing by the school was an interest- 
ing feature of the exercises. It is to be hoped that the services 
of this teacher will be retained in the town during the coming 
year. 

Winter Term — Commenced by Mr. A. R. Littlefield, a 
teacher who has had excellent success in this town and Harps- 
well. Unfortunately Mr. L. sprained his ancle, and was forced 
to leave his school, which was completed by Mr. Clinton M. 
Hamilton. Mr. H. was placed in a hard position. Without ex- 
perience as a teacher he was placed in charge of the largest 
school in town, and in a district where he had always attended 
school. His school appeared even better than could be expected 
under the circumstances. He maintained good order throughout 
the term, and the scholars made fair improvement. 

District No. 10 — HOPE Island — Winter Term. Henry 
Horr, Agent, Dora S. Rose, Teacher. This school was held in a 
private house and consisted of five small scholars. The teacher 
had never taught before. I visited the school once and it then 
appeared to be in a fair condition. Two of the children were 
learning the multiplication table, and one was at work on the 
ground rules of arithmetic. I have no doubt that the money was 
well expended. 

District No. 11 — Winter Term. Moses G. Pettengill, 
Agent, Lizzie Hamilton, Teacher. This School is also held m a 
private house, and also had an inexperienced teacher. I visited 
it once. It then appeared to be doing well and the scholars 
seemed to be interested. I understand that the school has since 
been broken up by sickness. 

District No. 12 — Ephraim Morrisony Agent. The scholars 
in this district attended school in Falmouth. 

District ISTo. 13 — Summer and Winter Terms. Wm. S. 
Blanchard, Agent, Nary E. Osgood, Teacher. This school is 
quite small in number. When I examined it near the close of 
the summer term, I found that the first class in Arithmetic had 
taken up Percentage, Interest and Discount, and had gained a 
good knowledge of what they had been over. Another class 
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which had taken up simple numbers had gained a good working 
'knowledge of the ground rules. A class in Mental Arithmetic 
had learned the multiplication table. The winter term exhibited 
similar improvement. I believe that this was a successful school. 



I have endeavored in my humble way to lay before you a plain 
statement of the condition of your schools during the past year. 
I do not claim for them that they have been models of perfec- 
tion and success.. I do not claim even, that there have been none 
below the average of schools throughout the country. I have 
simply taken as hopeful a view of the matter as the circumstances 
would permit. I might have criticised some of our schools more 
strongly than I have, but I had no desire to discourage inexperi- 
enced teachers by placing them in the position of robbers of our 
children. Such action would be unjust to them, and would be 
of no benefit to the schools. 

Under the district system, no office in town is of more import- 
ance than that of school agent. 

Let me urge upon the people the necessity of electing to that 
office men who are fully awake to the importance of the welfare 
of our common schools. Let me ask yon to elect to that office, 
men who take an interest in education, and who care less for a 
dollar than they do for a few days school. What we need is not 
so much school, but a better quality of it. W e need to retain 
teachers of known ability longer in the service, instead of chang- 
ing teachers so often at the risk of having poor schools. 

Six weeks of school under the care of a good teacher is of 
more benefit than twice that number under the care of some per- 
son who, having failed in some other business, has taken up teach- 
ing from necessity, or from a disinclination to manual labor. 

SCHOOL BOOKS. 

Hilliard's Readers having been in use in this town something 
like fifteen years, and having made satisfactory arrangements 
with the publishers of the Franklin Series of Readers, I decided 
to attempt a change. No compulsion was used in the introduc- 
tion. The scholars were left free to choose for themselves, and 
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in every district on the main but one, they decided to take the new 
books, and even in that one a partial introduction was affected. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The interior of the school-house in district No. 1, has been 
greatly improved by paint and paper; and the exterior, through 
the generosity of Mr. Geo. Burnham, has also been painted. 1 1 
is hoped that a new school-house will be erected in district No. 
8, during the coming summer. A new one is sadly needed at all 
events. 

In conclusion, I would say that, such studies as algebra, phil- 
osophy, etc., are being crowded into our schools to the neglect of 
reading, writing and spelling. Let the parents see that this 
defect is remedied.

Territory not belonging to any district, contains 9 scholars. 29 69 

Mr. Littlefield one of the assessors, made a return of 9 schol- 
ars in territory not included in any district, and money was ap- 
propriated to them, as is shown above. These scholars are chil- 
dren residing upon Stave, Bates and Ministerial Islands. Two 
of them have attended school in district No. 8, during the Win- 
ter term, and I am informed that one has attended school in Yar- 
mouth. It would seem right that their tuition in those schools 
should be paid out of the funds apportioned to them. 
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A Mr. Chadwick residing upon Stave Island offered to teach 
the scholars upon the three Islands for the sum apportioned 
to them, and a paper signed by the parents, stating that they 
were willing that the money should be so expended was received 
but before any arrangements were made, Mr. Chadwick sudden- 
ly dropped the correspondence, and the money will have to lay 
over until another year. It is desirable that some provision for 
the edncation of these children should be made, as I am informed 
that some of them have arrived at the age of fifteen years with- 
out seeing the inside of a school-room. I would recommend that 
my successor in office make some arrangement for their benefit. 

To give my opinion upon the merits of the different terms 
of schools held in this town during the past year, is my duty 
to-day, and I shall proceed to perform that duty, first stating 
it to be my opinion that had the methods of instruction and 
government of all our teachers been as judicious as their in- 
tentions were good, all of our schools would have been highly 
successful. I shall depart from my usual custom of making an 
extended report of each school, and discussing the peculiar qual- 
ifications of each teacher, and shall divide the schools according 
to their merits, into three classes, as follows : 

First Class. — Those schools in which the improvement in all 
branches has been good, the instruction thorough, and the discip - 
line satisfactory, I shall place in the first class. 

Second Class. — Those schools in which the improvement in 
the most important branches has been good, or fair, the instruc- 
tion satisfactory, and the discipline good or indifferent, I shall 
place iu the second class. 

Third Class. — Those schools in which the improvement has not 
been what it should be, the instruction not thorough enough, and 
the discipline indifferent or lax, I shall place in the third class. 
In this class must necessarily be found, several of the schools 
taught by young or inexperienced teachers. Nearly all of our 
third class teachers have shown talent for the work, making fair 
improvement in one or more branches. I have no doubt that all 
of them will in time become first class teachers. Let none be dis- 
couraged by a lack of success in the first attempt.

The winter terra in District No. 1 commenced under the tuition of an inexperienced teacher from the town 
of Deering. The school not proving profitable the teacher withdrew and the term was completed by the 
teacher mentioned in table first.

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The law requires that the supervisor or school-committee, 
besides reporting the condition and progress of the schools, shall 
report upon the success attending the various methods of in- 
struction. In the summer term in District No. 1, Miss Knowles 
employed the following method with good success : In teaching 
very small scholars to add, subtract and multiply, a handful of 
small sticks shaped for the purpose, were used. The teacher 
would take a few in each hand, and the children would then tell 
how many were in each hand, and how many were in both, and 
one of the class would write the numbers on the board as they 
were called, and then write the sum. The method was varied for 
subtraction and multiplication, and was very successful. In the 
summer term in District No. 2, Miss Brackett gave her scholars 
questions in History and other branches not studied in her school, 
and required them to answer them orally. Miss B. offered a 
Roll of Honor to those who were not absent one half-clay during 
the term. This was printed on a handsome card, and given to 
each scholar whose name was on the card.

Mr. Sweetsir, teacher of the winter term in the same district 
gave his school oral lessons in the science of government, which 
were of great value. Miss Norton, in Dist. No. 7, gave her 
scholars lessons in Elementary Geometry, using bits of paste- 
board cut into Geometrical figures. I insert these methods into 
the report for the benefit of our young teachers, or those who in- 
tend to teach during the coming summer. It will be seen by the 
tables that four of our teachers have had the benefit of Normal 
training. They have been among our most successful teachers. 
I had been led by the lavish praise bestowed upon our Normal 
schools by prominent educators, to expect entirely different meth- 
ods from our normal teachers, but they seem to use much the 
same methods as our other good teachers. In fact they inform 
me that it is not in mixed schools that Normal methods can best 
be employed. 

In conclusion let me renew my annual protest against the em- 
ployment of so many inexperienced teachers in our summer 
schools. Our scholars between the ages of four and twelve years 
need more scientific teachers than those between twelve and 
twenty. They need teachers who can draw them out and make 
the school interesting to them, while older scholars who can appre- 
ciate the benefits of an education do not need so many induce- 
ments to study.

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School Report. 



In presenting our report for the year ending March 1st, 1881, 
it may not be over-stepping the line of duty, to bring within its 
limits, the school at Greely Institute. This school has now been 
in operation twelve years, and a brief history of its beginning and 
progress might be of interest and profit, especially to the younger 
portion of our citizens. But as such has not been called for, it 
will not be presented at this time. During the year just closed, 
we have visited the school five times, and although taking but 
small part in the examinations, every recitation has been carefully 
noticed. It gives us pleasure to say that, if there has been less 
show than in some former years, the school, as a whole, has done 
better work, and made more thorough progress, than in the same 
time for several years. It would take too much space to speak 
particularly of all the recitations, but will mention the following : 

The class in chemistry did much credit to their teacher, as well 
as to themselves. The students in the scientific department have 
been greatly favored in their studies by being under the care of 
Prof. Hitchings. 

The class in English literature gave evidence of careful study 
and faithful drill. The recitation in English analysis by diagrams 
was a new and pleasing feature in this school, and showed plainly 
that a more lively interest was already awakened in this important 
study. 

Another that was especially interesting and satisfactory, was 
the class in the Latin reader. The examination took up that part 
of the grammar which we have always found most difficult for be- 
ginners; but the answers were prompt and gave good evidence 
that the subject had been skillfully handled. 
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We might mention others, but enough has been said to show 
that much faithful work has been done. The teachers entered 
upon their duties with the experience of the previous year, and 
better understood the wants and demands of the school. Another 
year's experience has fitted them still better for the place, and 
with the hearty encouragement of the citizens, they will be able 
to accomplish better results than could be expected from a new 
board. 

In closing, the following questions are suggested: 
Are we receiving from this school the greatest possible advan- 
tages ? Can we, as citizens of the town of Cumberland, do any- 
thing to secure better results, and give to the boys and girls of 
our own town a still better opportunity to obtain a more thoroughly 
practical education ? These questions are respectfully submitted, 
and it is hoped they will be discussed in town meeting. 

COMMON SCHOOLS. 

The amount of money from all sources, raised and appropriated 
for these schools the past gear, was $2,230.55. This was dis- 
tributed as follows :

The remainder was given to No. 1 2 and the three small islands — 
Bates, Stave' and Ministerial. You will notice a decrease of 
twenty-seven in the whole number of scholars. The island of Che- 
beague returned twenty less than last year. 

The amount of money was nearly two hundred dollars less than 
last year. Having learned what was done with the money, the 
question naturally arises, what have we received for it ? In reply, 
it is our privilege to say that, in many of our schools, much pa- 
tient, faithful work has been done, and good results obtained. 
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But much yet remains to be done before our public schools are 
brought to that standard of excellence which is the strength and 
glory of the people. We need to realize more fully that the power 
and prosperity of a community consists not in its wealth, but in 
the intelligence and moral purity of the people. What more po- 
tent agent for the diffusion of intelligence and morals — for good 
or evil — than the common school? These must not only be kept 
up, but raised to the first order. Not only must our teachers and 
school officers be men and women of education and intelligence, 
but of the highest moral strength and purity. But teachers must 
be aided and encouraged. Good tools are as necessary for the 
school-room as for the carpenter's shop. There should be plenty 
of black-boards, a good globe, and a copy of Webster's Unabridged 
Dictionary in every school. In schools where there are many 
small scholars, a good reading chart will pay for itself every term. 
If those districts which stretch out their terms to twelve or 
thirteen weeks, would spend the cost of the last meek or two, in 
fitting up and adorning their school rooms, much better results 
would soon be apparent. Remember it is not a greater quantity, 
but a better quality of teaching that is needed. As teachers, let 
us feel the responsibility of our position, remembering that a few 
mceks'of careless teaching may crarqp and warp a young mind 
for life, if not for eternity. Let parents remember that they can 
do much to correct faults and make our schools better. Several 
of the registers returned this year show a record of more than one 
hundred instances of tardiness. Absence and tardiness are a bane 
to any school and should not be allowed. If teachers will require 
and parents freely give a written excuse for every instance of ab- 
sence or tardiness, this great evil will soon'grow less. As citizens 
let us spare no pains and be satisfied with nothing but the best re- 
sults. Choose the best men for agents, men of broad and unselfish 
views, who will work for the highest good of the schools. Mere we 
mould most earnestly recommend to the citizens, that they choose a 
committee, instead of supervisor. The conditions of our schools and 
the responsibility of the work to be done, is too great to be intrus- 
ted to one man. Situated as we are, with more than one-third of 
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our scholars on the Islands, much better work can be done. These 
island schools are an important feature in our town and should be 
more carefully looked after. Sometimes the presence of a com- 
mittee in school is of more value than can be estimated by dollars 
and cents. Then it can be done cheaper, it costs more to go to 
and from the island — not including the time — than it would cost a 
man who lived there to do the work. As history had almost 
dropped out of our schools, an effort was made to introduce it as 
a reading book, in part, for the advance classes. Four schools form- 
ed classes of this kind and the good results already begin to show. 
History is an ennobling study ; cultivates patriotism and reverence. 
Surely every one should know something of the history of his own 
country. Eor nearly thirty years the same series of arithmetics 
had been used in nearly all our schools. An opportunity was 
given to exchange the old books — many of which were nearly worn 
out — for new ones, without cost. 1 1 was done, and a fair trial cannot 
fail to bring about more practical results. 

The new book combines the written and oral arithmetic so 
nicely that, if both are taken up faithfully, it will awaken new 
interest and enable the scholar to do better work, without his 
pencil, an improvement greatly to be desired in our schools. 
From the rank of spelling classes that we have seen, a new inter- 
est in that branch of study is manifest. As most of the schools 
have made fair improvement, a slight account of each is given. 

District No. 1. 

Agent, Joseph W. Starling. Summer Term. Teacher, A. M. 
Sawyer. 

This school was very small, the average number of scholars for 
the summer being not quite seven. Miss S. managed to keep 
herself and pupils busy, and did faithful work. The order 
was good, and at our last visit we found the interest had been kept 
up and much improvement made. 

Winter Term. Miss Jennie Dow, graduate from Gorham 
Normal School. Her work pleased us very much. She is wide- 
awake and energetic, and the district will be very fortunate if 
they can secure her continued services.

District No. 2. 

Agent, Robert D. Anderson. Summer Term. Teacher, 
Annie E. Bracketi. 

This was Miss B.'s first school. We knew her as a scholar to 
be prompt and thorough, and although she labored under the dis- 
advantage of having many for her scholars with whom she had 
attended school but a few weeks before, still, by her patience and 
perseverance she did good work. Miss B. possesses many excel- 
lent qualities for a teacher, and, in the right place, with a little 
more animation, will make one of the best. 

Winter Term. Frank True. 

This is Mr. True's first experience as a teacher. The school has 
been quite small this winter, averaging about twenty-two. Mr. T. 
is a worthy young man, and has doubtless tried hard, and some 
good results were obtained. There was too much going out,, and 
the order was not satisfactory — too much whispering — but with 
experience and confidence Mr. T. will do good work. 

District No. 3. 

Agent, Louville H. Merrill. 

This school for the past year has been in the hands of E. K. 
Sweetser. If all has not been accomplished that was hoped, the 
school is now prepared to advance. There are some fine scholars 
in this school, as a few more years will show. 

District No. 4. 

Agent, Eben Hulit. Summer Term. Teacher, E. F. Whitney. 

The scholars in this school seem to be be bright and quick, but 
speak so low that it is difficult to hear. Miss W. is quite animated 
in the school-room, and some of the little girls did finely. The 
school as a whole was a profitable one. 

Winter Term. Mellie McOollister. 

This district was very fortunate in securing the same teacher as 
last winter. Miss McCollister is a teacher of large experience, is 
quite at home in the school-room, and devoted to her work. The 
closing examination was very satisfactory, giving evidence of good 
drill and careful study. A good globe and about three times as 
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much black-board would be one of the best investments for this 
district. 

District No. 5. 

Agent, Hollis Mountfort. Summer Term. Teacher, Ida 
Wilson. 

Miss W. is a fine scholar and a patient worker. She was in her 
own district, and although her scholars respected and loved their 
teacher, it was difficult to keep them sufficiently orderly, so that 
not so good results were secured. There are many good scholars 
in this district, and at our third visit it was evident that good work 
had been done and fair improvement made. In another place 
Miss W. would doubtless do excellent work. A good globe and 
more blackboard would add very much to the efficiency of this 
district. 

Winter Term, No. 5. Teacher, L. P. Sturdivant. 

At our first visit we found the order much improved, and all 
seemingly interested in their work. The examination at the close 
of the tenth week was very pleasing and showed thorough drill, 
especially in arithmetic. After Mr. S, went to Augusta, the 
remainder of the term was taught by Miss Alma Brackett. We 
did not visit the school, but have no doubt, from what we have 
heard, that she sustained her former reputation. 

District No. 6. 
Under the supervision of Yarmouth. 

District No. 7. 

Agent, Edmund Merrill. Summer and Pall Terms. Teacher, 
0. H. Merrill. 

1 1 is always best to keep the same teacher through the year, 
and as much longer as you can, when you have a good one. Miss 
M. has had much experience in teaching, has a way of her own, 
is animated and energetic in the school-room. The reading in the 
first class was distinct, and could be well understood. If the 
attendance had been better, the gain to the district would have 
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been greater. Those who were regular in attendance made good 
improvement. 

District No. 8 — Chbbeague. 
Agent, Wm. Seaburj. Summer Term. Margaret S. Sturdivant, 
Miss S. was fresh from Gorham Normal School. She entered 
upon her work with enthusiasm and soon succeeded in imparting 
some of the same spirit to her pupils. Her methods of teaching 
were of the highest order, and showed that she had learned her 
lessons well. The closing examination was pleasing and satisfac- 
tory, proving clearly that skillful training does much to make good 
teachers. 

Fall Term. Teacher, Mrs. Elorett. 

This school appeared well at its commencement. The teacher 
seemed earnest aud conscientious, and some good results must 
have been secured. It closed sooner than was expected and was 
not visited at the close. 

Winter Term. A. R. Littlefield. 

This district is to be congratulated that it could again secure the 
services of this teacher. There seems to be a perfect understand- 
ing between Mr. L. and his pupils and thus good order is easily 
secured. There are many good scholars here, and all the recita- 
tions were very satisfactory. An advanced class in Algebra, 
showed that the higher branches can be pursued with profit in our 
common schools. The reading class in history with questions on 
the Constitution of the U. S. was an interesting feature. The 
class in small geography did credit to themselves and teacher, in 
pointingout the situation of places on outline maps of their own 
drawing. 

District No. 9. 

Agent, 0. A. Grannell. Summer Term. Teacher, Dr. S. E. 
Root. 

Here, too, you find some of the best scholars in town. The 
parents have manifested great interest in their school, and tried 
to secure the best teachers. They have a large pleasant room, 
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good globe, outline maps and blackboard. If they will widen the 
side aisles and extend the blackboard across both sides of the 
room, it will add to its working power. Dr. R. is a practicing 
physician, and was called out of school several times. This, with 
other things prevented this term from being successful. 

Fall Term. Teacher, E. A. Mountfort. 

One need only step into the ante -room to be assured that Miss 
M. is a wide-awake teacher. She enjoys her work, has confidence 
in her ability as a teacher, and has a power over her scholars 
which few possess. It is needless to say that the order was good, 
and satisfactory results obtained. We were sorry her services 
could not be secured for the next term. 

Winter Term. Teacher, G. R. Spinney. Mr. S. took this 
school under some difficulties. His methods of teaching were of 
the first order; and if the scholars had made up their minds that, 
as they had a good teacher, they mould have a good school, much 
better results would have been obtained. Por some reason 
there was a great want of sympathy between teacher and scholars, 
so, of course, the order was very deficient, and improvement much 
less than it should have been. 

We assure our friends of this District that we acted according 
to our best judgment, and with the best interests of their school 
at heart, in refusing to give the Winter term to Dr. R. Our 
decision was fully made before we had spoken with any per- 
son; so, let us bear all the blame, and by no means allow any 
disunion of feeling in your hitherto harmonious and prosperous 
school. As human progress is often the resultant of conflicting 
forces, we sincerely hope that in this case it will prove a blessing, 
and not a curse. 

Districts Nos. 10 and 11. 

We have received no notice of any school on these Islands 

(Hope — Crotch) and as they belong in part to Portland, perhaps 

they have been visited by some of its committee. We understand 

from Mr. Littlefield that there had been a school on Hope Island. 
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District No. 12. 

Agent, Joab Black, Jr. 

This district sends its scholars to Falmouth. As far as we can 
learn only two attend any school. This should be looked after. 

District No. 13. 

Agent, Leonard Leighton. Summer and Fall Terms. Mrs. 
Walton. 

This district employed the same teacher for both terms, and 
thus secured better results than they would have done by a change. 
We visited the school twice each term, and always found the order 
good. 

Some of the scholars were not well furnished with books, at first, 
but at our last visit they were better supplied, and the examination 
showed better improvement than we have before found in this 
school. 

District No. 14. 

S. W. Lovell, Agent. Cora E. Harlow, Teacher. 

This district includes Stave, Bates and Ministerial islands. The 
number of scholars returned was eleven. A school was opened 
Aug. 2, and continued eight weeks. It was visited Aug. 31. We 
found Miss H. to be a wide awake young lady, but were sorry to 
find only two scholars. The others had moved some time before, 
so that the whole number of scholars in district was only three. 
Miss H. did good work — under the circumstances — and would have 
well managed a much larger school. 

If, in reviewing these particulars, all learn, that however excel- 
lent the teacher, but little good can be accomplished in a district 
where there is disunion, and act accordingly, this report may not 
be wholly in vain.

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When the school in District No. 11, was visited, one or two 
of the scholars belonging in the unincorporated territory, were 
attending it, and it was expected that all of those scholars 
would soon attend, in which case it is proper and right that 
their tuition should be paid from the amount apportioned to 
that territory. 

If we examine the above statement of resources and appor- 
tionment closely, it will be seen that a large part of the fif- 
teen per cent, apportionment is taken from the amount which 
would fall to Districts Nos. 8 and 9, if the school money had 
been divided according -to the number of scholars. This is 
considered an injustice by many of the citizens of those Dis- 
tricts, and for this reason : By their situation they are virtu- 
ally barred from receiving any benefit from the G reefy Insti- 
tute, and as the majority of their children mnst obtain their 
education in the common schools, it is not right to take money 
from those Districts. As is well known I have long been of 
the opinion that the money received from the State in aid of 
free high schools shonld be expended in one of these Districts. 
If the town would do this, our educational privileges would be 
more equally distributed, and this injustice would be remedied. 

What have our children been doiug during the past year ? 
What have they accomplished ? Are they any wiser than they 
were one year ago ? Have our teachers given us a fair return 
for the money they have received ? These are important ques- 
tions, and it is for me to reply. My reply will be based upon 
such information as I have gained by visiting the schools twice 
each term, where I have found it practicable, and from such 
registers as have been returned to me up to the time of mak- 
ing" this report. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 
As we receive State aid for free High Schools, and expend 
it at the Greely Institute, I have visited that school four times 
during the year, being present at two examinations. There 
has been a change in the board of instruction since the com- 
mencement of the spring term of 1881. But, notwithstanding 
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this change, the school has been kept up to a high standard, 
judging from the appearance of the teachers when attending 
to their duties, the recitations of the classes studying those 
branches with which I am familiar, and from the general 
appearance of the school, its condition has been highly satis- 
factory. The following extracts from the returns made to the 
State Superintendent of common schools may be of interest.

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School Report. 



Fellow Citizens : 

In submitting to you the annual report of your snpervisor 
of schools, I desire to congratulate the town upon the passage 
of an unusually successful school year. The State and the 
town have made reasonable provision for the support of schools, 
the agents have been unusually fortunate in the employment 
of teachers, our teachers have labored hard and faithfully in 
their several schools, and the town has received an unusually 
good return for the money expended. 

I attribute these good results to the following causes: 
1st. To an increasing interest among the people of this 
town in the welfare and prosperity of that important factor in 
our social progress — the district school. 2d. To the fact 
that our district agents in performing their several duties 
have acted with no selfish ends in view. 3d. To the unusu- 
ally high grade of teachers employed in our snmmer schools. 
I n past years many of these schools have suffered from the 
employment of young and inexperienced teachers, through 
the mistaken notion that "Almost any one would do to teach 
onr small scholars," when in fact these are the scholars who 
need the ablest and most experienced teachers. Before en- 
tering upon the details of this report, let me say that the con- 
dition and progress of onr schools, has been a source of grati- 
fication and pride to me, and lean trnly say that of the seven 
years in which I have been the supervisor of your schools, 
the year which has just past, has been the most successful. 
Let us hope that the coming year will witness a still greater 
interest in education, among the people and a still higher 
degree of success in the management of our schools. 
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Not among the lightest of the duties devolving jointly 
upon your assessors and supervisor, was the apportionment of 
the school money. In ordinary towns, and under ordinary 
circumstances, the division of our school funds in such a 
manner as to secure the greatest good to the greatest number, 
would not be a matter requiring great study. But in this 
town situated as it is, made up as it is of main land and 
islands, containing as it does, school districts with but few 
scholars, having as it has a Free High School, comparatively 
easy of access to about three-fifths of our scholars, while to 
the other two-fifths it is almost inaccessible; the apportion- 
ment of our school money is a matter requiring considerable 
thonght, and an accurate knowledge of the condition and 
wants of onr schools. I know that districts having a large 
number of scholars, and consequently a large amount of 
school money, are enabled to have more and longer terms of 
school; but my experience as a teacher and as a school officer 
has convinced me of this fact — "That an ordinary good 
teacher in a school of ordinary ability, ranging in number 
from fifteen to twenty-five scholars, can accomplish far more 
in nine weeks, than the same teacher could accomplish in a 
school of from sixty to eighty scholars, (such as is found in 
District No. 9), in a term of twelve weeks." Again, good 
teachers are unwilling to risk their reputation for success, in 
large, difficult schools, for the pay they would receive in 
smaller and easier schools. Thus it will be seen that the 
apportionment of our school funds is not so easy a matter as 
it would seem at first to be. Still I believe that this year's 
apportionment is as fair and just a one as we have had in the 
last ten years. 

Si dividing the school money the following points have 
been taken into consideration. 1st — The number of scholars 
in the districts. 2d — The distance from the high school at 
the Greely Institute.

The condition and progress of our district schools have 
been as follows :— 

District No. 1. 

Agent, William Winslow. Teacher for the year, Ellen S. 
Blanchard. 

Miss B. has taught several terms in this district in past 
years and has always been successful; but this year her 
success has been greater than ever before. She seems to un- 
derstand the wants of the pnpils in this school better than 
any teacher whom I have seen in it for a long time. My 
first visit to the summer term convinced me that she had 
gained the esteem aud confidence of her pupils, and she 
seemed to retain them to the end of the term. 

The school was not a large one and was composed mostly 
of small scholars, but it was a successful one. The order was 
good throughout tlieterm. The improvement in all branches 
was good. In the winter term there were more scholars and 
of a larger grade, but the term was fully as successful as the 
last, and I think the district did well to retain the services of 
this teacher during the year. 
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Distbict No. 2. 

Agent, Georgo H. Moxcey. Teacher of simmer term, 
Julia C. Duran. 

This teacher had taught this school during the whole of the 
previous year, and is also a teacher of large experience in 
this and other towns. Fair order was maintained throughout 
the term, and commendable improvement made in most of 
the branches pursued. 

Teacher of winter term, Charles E. B. Libby. 

Mr. L. came to tliis school from district No. 13, where he 
had been very successful. Unfortunately Mr. L. was taken 
ill about three weeks before the close of the term, and the 
near approach of town meeting compelled me to visit the 
school some three weeks before it closed. The school was 
then under the charge of Miss Annie W. Brackett, and though 
there had been no review, the scholars showed that thorough 
work had been done. Undoubtedly this was a successful 
term of school. 

District No. 3. 

Agent, Charles H. Blanehard. Teacher for the year, Ezra 
K. Sweetsir. 

The citizens of this district were very fortunate in securing 
the services of this excellent teacher for the year. It was his 
third year of continuous service in this school. Under his 
careful management and thorough training the school has 
been bronght to a high standard. Every class reeeived 
careful attention and a thorough drill. 

District No. 4. 

Agent, Robert N. Leighton. Teacher of summer term, 
Emma F. Whitney. 

This teacher has taught in tliis district before and I believe 
has always given good satisfaction. The order during this 
term was as good as I could wish and the improvement credit- 
able to both teacher and scholars. 
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Teacher of fall term, Ida G. Wilson. 

This term of school was very short being only five weeks in 
length. Miss Wilson is a teacher of considerable experience 
in this and other schools in town, and to do her jnstice, she 
accomplished a creditable amount of work for so short a term 
of school. The improvement in all branches was good. Had 
better order been maintained the results would have been 
more pleasing. 

Teacher of winter term, Horace B. Mountfort. 

Mr. Mountfort is a good scholar and a careful and thorough 
teacher. Good order was maintained throughout the term, 
and good improvement was made in all branches of study pur- 
sued. 

-Distbiot No. 5. 

Agent, Sewall Whitney. Teacher of summer term, Annie 
M. Dunn. 

This teacher is a good scholar and had had some experience 
as a teacher previous to this term. The order in the school 
was good, and fair improvement was made in all branches. 

Teacher of fall and winter terms, Alma M. Brackett. 

This lady is a teacher of large experience and brought to 
this school besides a thorough knowledge of her business, a 
knowledge of the special wants of her pupils in this district 
and a will to supply them. Besides giving her pupils good 
thorongh instruction and drill in all branches, she trained 
them to have confidence in their own knowledge and abilities. 
The smaller scholars were gathered into a class and received 
oral instruction upon matters of general information. This 
class was a pleasing feature of both terms of school. The 
examination at the close of the fall term was highly gratify- 
ing to your supervisor, but it was at the close of the winter 
term that the abilities and hard work of both teacher and 
scholars were seen at their best. The self possession of the 
scholars and thorough knowledge of the brandies studied were 
matters of general remark by the parents and friends of the 
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scholars, many of whom were present. Declamations and 
readings were a pleasing feature of the exercises, and all ac- 
quitted themselves with credit. 

District No. 6. 
Agent, Frank W. Blanchard. 

The school in this district is nnder the supervision of Yar- 
mouth. 

District No. 7. 

Agent, Chas. A. Merrill. Teacher for the year, Mellie H. 
MeCollister. 

This school though small, and not requiring great scholar- 
ship in an instructor, needs a teacher of special qualities as 
drill master, on account of the tender age of the pupils, and it 
is sufficient to say that this want was fully supplied by Miss 
MeCollister who besides being a teacher of large experience, 
has had the advantage of special training in one of our state 
normal schools. Good, thorough instruction and drill were 
given, and the improvement for the year was excellent. 

District No. 8 — Chebeagute Island. 

Agent, William Seabury. 

Teacher of summer and fall terms, Lucinda O. Allen. 

This teacher also has had the benefit of normal training to 
which qualifications may be added good natural abilities, and 
a sound judgment. The order and improvement in all 
branches were very good. The citizens of the district and 
your supervisor were highly pleased with the school and it is 
hoped that the same teacher's services may be secured for the 
coming summer terms. 

Winter term, teacher, L. P. Sturdivant. 

There is as good material for a school in this district as there 
is in the town. The scholars are bright and intelligent, and 
well advanced in the different branches pursued. I will say 
frankly that I think that this was as successful a school as 
could be taught in such a schoolroom at such a season of the 
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year. This district sadly needs a new school honse, tbe pres- 
ent one being cold, dark, inhospitable, and a model of incon- 
venience. 

District No. 9 — Chebeagtte Island. 

Agent, Stephen B. Hamilton. Teacher for the year, Ammi 
E. Littlefield. 

This is the largest school in town, in fact it is too large for 
one teacher to manage. But few more than one half of the 
scholars in the district can attend school at one time, on account 
of a lack of accommodations, although the schoolroom is as 
large as any in town. This is Mr. Littlefield's second year 
in this school and the district was fortunate in securing his 
services. He is a first class teacher, and keeps an excellent 
school. 

District No. 10— Hope Island. 
Agent, Henry Ilorr. 
There has been no school in this district this year. 

District No. 11— CROTCKland. 
There has been no school in this district. 

District No. 12. 
The scholars in this district commonly attend school in Fal" 
mouth. 

District No. 13. 

Agent, Simeon Clongh. Teacher of summer term, Ida G. 
Wilson. 

The order in this school was good. The teacher labored 
faithfully, and a good school was the result. 

Teacher of winter term, Charles E. B. Libby. 

This was Mr. L.'s second term in this district. The school 
was well governed, and good improvement was made in all 
branches. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. 

The High School at Greely Institute has been in successful 
operation dnring the year. Since the publication of the last 
Annual Report there have heen two full terms of school held 
at this Iustitntion, and' the third is now in progress. 

The spring term was taught by that able and experienced 
teacher, Prof. S. K. Hitchings, ably assisted by Mr. W. H. 
Kelley, and was a highly successful term. 

The fall term was taught by Will A. Hoyt, A. B., assisted 
by Mr. O. Farrington, and Mr. Irving Sawyer. This was also 
a very successful term. The same corps of teachers are now 
employed upon the spring term, which up to the time of 
making this report has not been visited by your Supervisor. 
The following extract from the returns made to the State 
Superintendent of common schools may be of interest:

1st, 1882, 3. Number of weeks, 31. Total wages per month 
of teachers of spring and winter terms, $160.64. Fall term, 
$153.33^. Whole number of scholars registered, 73. Aver- 
age attendance, 50.

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School Report. 



Fellow Citizens : 

It gives me pleasure to report to you, that, compared with 
country schools in general, ours have achieved very good suc- 
cess during the past year. The agents have exercised much 
care in the selection of their teachers and in most cases they 
have been very fortunate in their choice. Some of our schools, 
however, both this year and previously, have labored under 
the disadvantage of a change rf teachers every term. If the 
agents "of these districts would make it a point, in the future, 
in the first place to secure the best teachers at their command 
and then to retain them so long as efficient and faithful, their 
schools would enjoy a much greater prosperity than they have 
in the past. Teacher and scholars can work together at much 
greater advantage after becoming acquainted, and, further- 
more, a better class of teachers can be secured for permanent 
situations. 

Warren's Geographies have been exchanged for Harper's, a 
book which, as all will agree, I think, on comparing the two, is 
much superior to Warren's, especially in the design and col- 
oring of its maps and in the aptness of its illustrations. 
Before criticising your eupervisor too severely, I beg you to 
consider that, though some expense was involved in the 
change, the majority of the scholars exchanged old books 
badly worn and out of date for new books well worth the 
expense. 

In the future there will be a great saving as Harper's Geog- 
raphies are sold at least twenty per cent, lower than Warren's. 
Harper Bros, have agreed to furnish persons in town with 
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their geographies at 80 cts. for the large one and 35 cts. for 
the small one so long as they are used here. The prices of 
Warren's Geographies are $1.25 for the large one and 55 cts. 
for the small one. 

Blanchard Bros., Cumberland Centre, and Hamilton & Co., 
Chebeague, will keep Harper's Geographies for sale.

This school is small but at each of my visits I found Miss 
B. laboring faithfully to secure the best results possible and 
I am happy to say that she was, in my opinion, entirely suc- 
cessful. 

District No. 2. 

Agent, George H. Moxcey. Teacher for the summer term, 
Nellie Lambert. 

Miss L. maintained good order and accomplished good work 
in her school. I think parents were well satisfied with her. 

Teacher of winter term, Fred L. Sawyer. 

Parents were visitors. 

District No. 3. 

Agent, F. S. Blanchard. Teacher for the year, Marguerite 
A. Graneries. 

Miss G. is a teacher of much experience and understands 
how to impart instruction and to train her pupils to study 
and think methodically. 

District No. 4. 

Agent, Josiah Morrill. Teacher of summer term, Georgia 
Pinkham. 

Though Miss P. had not the age and experience that the 
best interests of the school demanded, she nevertheless did 
very good work. She is an excellent scholar and I think will 
make a very successful teacher. 

Teacher of fall term, Celia E. Whitney. 

Teacher of winter term, S. Ellen Brackett. 

Both of these teachers are experienced and competent and 
they were very successful in their schools. 
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District No. 5. 

Agent, Henry Leighton. Teacher for the summer term, 
Alice E. Wilson. 

Miss W. has had but little experience but her order was 
good and the scholars industrious, and, had she aroused a little 
more enthusiasm, her success would have been excellent. 

Teacher of fall and winter terms, Alma M. Brackett. 

Miss B. is a teacher of much experience and has taught sev- 
eral terms in this school before. Her success is well known. 
I may say, however, that her discipline was good and she 
appeared to have the entire good will and confidence of her 
pupils. 

Through the efforts of Miss B. and individuals in the dis- 
trict, her school room has been made the neatest and most 
cheerful of any in town. Several of our districts might invest 
some of their school money very profitably in like improve- 
ments. 

District No. 6. 
Agent, Fred P. Blanchard. 
This school is under the supervision of Yarmouth. 

District No. 7. 

Agent, S. T. Merrill. Teacher for the year, Lilla Scales. 

Miss S. is an sxperienced and qonscientious teacher. She 
labored hard to secure thoroughness in all the branches taught, 
and with good success. A little stricter discipline, however, 
would have been an improvement. I am glad to learn that 
the school building in this district is to be repaired soon. 
The school room certainly has a very dreary appearance, and 
there are not a sufficient number of blackboards, and what 
there are. are too high for most of the scholars. 

District No. 8-CHEBEAGUE. 

Agent, James E. Mansfield. Teacher of summer term, Dora 
S. Rose. 
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Miss R. is a young teacher, and did not secure so good dis- 
cipline as is desirable, yet she seemed to have the good will 
of the scholars and to accomplish very good work. 

Teacher of fall term, C. A. Preble, a very experienced and 
successful teacher, and this district appears to appreciate her, 
as they have employed her for several terms before. I was 
entirely satisfied with her school. 

Teacher for winter term, James F. Mansfield. 

Mr. M.'s school appeared well when I visited it, and the 
pupils seemed disposed to make the most of their opportuni- 
ties. It is safe to say, that Mr. M. accomplished about as 
much as could be done in a school-building so thoroughly 
unfit for the purpose as the one he occupied. A new building 
is the great need of this district. 

District No. 9 — Chebeagtje. 

Agent, Rufus Soule. Teacher of summer terms, Alma M. 
Brackett. 

Miss B. has already been mentioned in these pages as 
teacher in No. 5. Her school appeared very well though the 
number of pupils was too large for her (or any one) to do 
herself entire justice. 

Teacher of fall and winter terms, A mini R. Littlefield. 

Mr. L.'s excellent qualifications and success as a teacher 
are well known. His school mas entirely successful. 

The school-room is too small to accommodate the scholars 
in this district. I beg leave to suggest a remedy. 

If this district and No. 8, could arrange to form a union 
school located in the middle of the Island to be devoted to 
the instruction of the more advanced scholars of both districts, 
they would derive much greater advantages from their school 
money. 

They could then devote the existing schools entirely to 
pupils pursuing primary and intermediate studies and thus 
relieve them of their present crowded condition. I am in- 
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formed that there is an unoccupied church building conven- 
iently located for this purpose, which might be obtained arid 
put into a condition suitable for a school at a very small 
expense. 

District No. 10— HOPE Island. 
Agent, J. B. Osgood. 
There has been no school in this district this year. 

District No. 11 — Crotch Island. 
There has been no agent in this district, and so of course no 
school this year. Neither this district nor No. 10 has had any 
school for two years. Something should be done that the 
scholars there should not be neglected in the future. I think 
it would be for the advantage of all concerned as we have no 
school-building on Crotch Island, if arrangements could be 
made with Portland for a union school there to be under the 
supervision of that city. 

District No. 12. 
The scholars in this district attend school in Falmouth. 

District No. 13. 

Agent, A. H. Farris. Teacher for the year, Margaret S. 
Drinkwater. 

This district has been fortunate in securing the services of 
Miss D. While maintaining good order she has the tact to 
make her pupils happy and interested in their work. Her 
patrons have reason to be well satisfied with her success. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

There was no spring term of High School this year at 
Greely Institute. It is to be hoped that the experiment of 
having but two terms for the year has been tried for the last 
time. 

The fall term opened under the instruction of F. E. Parlin, 
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assisted by O. C. Parrington and E. I, Sawyer. Mr. Sawyer 
resigned at the end of this term and Miss Baker was elected 
to succeed him. 

All the teachers have been faithful and efficient in the dis- 
charge of their duties, and the school has progressed very suc- 
cessfully. The efforts of the trustees to keep up the sciedtific 
department of the school can not be too highly appreciated. 

If some arrangements could be made to follow the prescribed 
course of study more closely, it would be a great advantage 
to the school.

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School Report. 



Citizens of Cumberland : 

In presenting our report for the year ending March 1, 1885, 
we shall not presume to say just what the people should do 
to make the schools profitable, only we would urge parents to 
take an interest in the schools, and show the scholars that 
they are interested. In looking over the registers of summer 
teachers, we find that while some schools have been visited 
by the citizens, in others, not one of the parents has entered 
the school room. This is not as it should be, for how can you 
know what your school is, unless you visit it. Certainly, you 
can judge whether or not your own children improve, but 
that is not proof of what the teacher is. W e know that some 
aver that the scholar shows what the teacher is; and it is 
partly true, but certainly it is quite as safe to judge the par- 
ent by the child, and that might not always be agreeable. 
We propose to speak briefly of the different terms of school 
held in this town during the past year, as in our judgment 
they are deserving; and while others might think differently, 
we hope all will credit us with honest intention at least, 
although we make no attempt at brilliancy.

DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 

District No. 1. 

Agent, Francis Thompson. Spring term, Louie A. Quimby, 
teacher. 

This school is very small, and composed chiefly of young 
scholars. Miss Q. did very fair work, especially with the 
reading lessons. The greatest trouble with the scholars seems 
to be carelessly answering without proper thought. The 
order of the school was very good, and. the district received 
fair equivalent for money expended. 

Winter term, Margaret S. Drinkwater, teacher. 

Miss D. has had very good success as a teacher, and in this 
school "her home district" has sustained her reputation. She 
maintains good order, and the recitations at the close of term 
showed good improvement. 

District No. 2. 

Agent, Hollis Doughty. Spring term, Julia C. Duran, 
teacher. 
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At the commencement of the spring term this school was 
very promising. There are some very fine scholars in this 
district considering their ages, and their teacher seemed to 
know just how to drill them. The classes in Geography and 
some of Arithmetic classes showed thorough instruction. Oral 
exercises very good, but sickness toward the close of term 
lessened the attendance. This was undoubtedly a profitable 
term. 

Winter term, G. H. Libby, teacher. 

At the commencement of term we found the school noisy 
and unsatisfactory. At our last visit we found a quiet and 
pleasant school, and the recitations were highly pleasing. 
Have no fears of recommending Mr. L. as a teacher thorough 
in his iustructiou, and particularly adapted to the business of 
teaching school. 

District No. 3. 

Agent, F. S. Blanchavd. Spring term, Margaret S. Grannis, 
teacher. 

Miss G.s' method of teaching is excellen-t. We were much 
pleased with the recitations especially in grammar. The order 
was not quite satisfactory. 

Fall arid winter terms, Edith N. Rowe, teacher. 

Miss Rowe is a young teacher, this being her second attempt. 
She is a fine ssholar, and with more experience will undoubt- 
edly make a very good teacher. At the close of winter term 
we found that good improvement had been made, in order 
particularly. 

District No. 4. 

Agent, M. W. Pearson. Teacher for the pear, S. Ellen 
Brackett. 

This district did well in securing the services of Miss 
Brackett. She is a live teacher, and at each of our visits we 
found the teacher and pupils trying to work together. We 
wish the scholars could overcome their bashfulness and learn 
to speak louder. In deportment they are among the best. 
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District No. 5. 

Agent, Edward T. Hall. Spring term, Jessie A. Legrow, 
teacher. 

This school has ranked among the best in town, and. we 
think both teacher and scholars have done nicely. The reci- 
tations prompt, and no whispering observed. 

Teacher of the fall and winter terms, Alma M. Brackett. 

This teacher is so well known that little need be said of 
her. She sustained her reputation as one of the best. She 
has a class of scholars that abstain from whispering. Let 
teacher and scholars have the praise for this. 

District No. 6. 

Agent, F. P. Blanchard. Under the supervision of Yar- 
mouth. 

District No. 7. 

Agent, Sylvanus Porter. Teacher for the year, Mellie H. 
McCollister. 

This school is composed mostly of small scholars, and 
Miss M. is particularly adapted to teach such. Some young 
scholars showed excellent improvement in reading. Some 
recitations in geography among the older scholars were very 
satisfactory. We think this was a very good school, but 
stronger discipline in our opinion would have improved it. 

District No. 8. 

Agent, Frank A. Hamilton. Teacher for the spring and 
fall terms, Addie S. Dunn. 

This teacher was placed in the hardest position of any in 
town. At the commencement of the spring term, we found 
a school ungoverned, and from its appearance, should judge 
it had been so for some time. At each of our visits me found 
the school improving, and at the close of the fall term were 
satisfied that this school had done as good work as any in 
town. Miss D. has good methods of teaching, and as a disci- 
plinarian, is one of the very best. Would that more of our 
teachers had determination equal. 
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Teacher for the winter term, Geo. W. Snow. 

Mr. Snow has good qualifications for a teacher; his 
methods are interesting, yet plain. At the close of the term 
we found that good work had been performed. The order 
was as good as could be expected in so cold a school-room. 
This district is sadly in need of a new school-house. 

District No. 9. 

Agent, S. F. Hamilton. Spring and fall terms, Mrs. I. E. 
Bennett and Mabel C. Hamilton, teachers. 

This district school is so large that the citizens tried a new 
plan. They fitted the ante-room of the school building for a 
school room, and put all the smaller scholars in that, with Mabel 
C. Hamilton as teacher ; this primary school numbered thirty 
scholars. Nearly all read in the first or second reader. We 
think fair work was accomplished and the plan of dividing 
the school was as good as anything practicable. 

Mrs. Isabel E. Bennett, the teacher of the higher depart- 
ment, showed that she was capable of ranking in the first- 
class. She is a fine scholar and her methods of teaching were 
of the first order. There are some fine scholars in this school 
and we were very glad to see them so pleasant to their teach- 
er, who had been a school-mate of theirs. Both teachers were 
in their home district and they did good work ; so that we 
have not to go a long distance to find teachers, and often 
those at home will do as good work for us as any we might 
get from a distance. 

Winter term, H. B. Mountfort, teacher. 

This school was the largest of any in town taught by one 
teacher; but, Mr. M. undertook the task with a determina- 
tion to do his duty faithfully, and if he has not accomplished 
all that was desired, his classes showed at our last visit that 
thorough work had been the motto. Mr. M. is a man of strict 
integrity, a first-class scholar and one who works hard, that 
his pupils may benefit thereby. The order was not quite 
what it should have been, yet, the recitations, that were a 
general review, mere satisfactory. We hope the large scholars 
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of this school will think of the part they performed and ask 
themselves if they did their best to have a school of the first- 
class. Some of the scholars did nobly, and to such we ex- 
press our thanks. 

District No. 10. 

Agent, J. B. Osgood. 

There has been no school in this district this year. 

District No. 11, Crotch Island. 

No agent. As they have no school building in this dis- 
trict, we tried to make arrangements with Portland to form a 
school, but did not succeed, consequently there has been no 
school. It is a great pity that the children on this small 
island, should, be so neglected. Cannot something be done 
for them? 

District No. 12. 

Agent, J. F. Copp. 

Scholars in this district attend school in Falmouth. 

District No. 13. 

Agent, J. A. Blanchard. Teacher for the year, M. S. 
Drinkwater. 

Miss D. has taught this school before, and the district 
seem quite well satisfied with her. There were some quite 
interesting recitations at the close of the spring term. 
At the commencement of the fall term, some of the older 
scholars left to attend the High school, and as the school was 
quite small, we found the interest was not as good as it ap- 
peared at the close of the spring term. 

Territ«?by Unincorporated, composed of Ministerial, 
Bates and Stave Islands. 

Fall and winter terms, Will E. Frost, teacher. 

This school was visited during the fall term by A. R. Little- 
field. Mr. L. says that the school appeared well ; that the 
young scholars seemed to be doing nicely, that good order 
was maintained, and his opinion was that Mr. Frost was doing 
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well for that school. The winter term bas not been visited, 
therefore, cannot report further. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

There have been three terms of school the past year. 
Frank E. Paiiin has had charge of the school as principal. 
The assistants for the spring term of 1884, were O- C. Far- 
rhigton teacher of sciences, and Miss Etta Baker teacher of 
common English. At the close of spring term, the Trustees 
found it necessary to reduce expenses. As Mr. F. did not 
conclude to stay longer, Mr. E. E. Hatch from the State 
College at Orono, was elected to his place for the fall term. 
Mr. Hatch withdrew at close of that term and Mr. L. W. 
Riggs, from the same college at Orono, was called to fill the 
vacancy for the winter term. The teachers have proved 
themselves worthy of their positiou, and the same teachers 
are to continue the next term that will commence March 2d, 
1885. We have visited the school twice in each term for the 
past year, and so far as we were capable of judging, should 
say that the teachers have been faithful in their labors. 
Fellow townsmen: this is your school, then why not improve 
its privileges, by sending your boys and girls there, that they 
may become educated. We wish that more interest were 
taken by the people in this institution. If you would know 
how matters are progressing therein, go and judge for yourselves. 
Do not rely on the judgment of any one person, or upon the 
report of scholars that may be prejudiced, but rather visit the 
school while in session, ut any time, without notice and see 
how well the teachers and scholars are prepared to receive 
visitors. 
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Before closing, we would suggest to the citizens that they 
elect a board of three (Superintending School Coin.) instead 
of a Supervisor, as, in our opinion, it would be better for the 
schools and more economical. We have put new readers into 
Districts 8 and 9 this year. Should the committee of the 
coming year decide to introduce readers on the main, we trust 
they will take the same book as that put in the island schools.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 



Fellow Citizens: 

In making a report of our Common Schools there must 
necessarily be much of sameness in facts stated and suggestions 
offered from year to year. It gives us much pleasure that we 
are able to say to our fellow citizens, that the amount of good 
work done in our common schools during the year just closing 
has been above the average. But we must remember that it will 
not do to be satisfied with present attainments. Our common 
school system is still far from perfect, and there is much to be 
done before it is brought to that standard of excellence toward 
which all true lovers of youth and education are aspiring 
Although high schools and institutions of learning are yearly 
increasing, the common schools must long continue to be the 
principal source of education for the masses. Thus it be- 
comes the duty of every man, woman and child to d; all in 
their power to make these sources of instruction springs of true 
moral and intellectual culture. Teachers and Committee can- 
not do this work alone, they need, and must have, the co-opera- 
tion of parents. After teachers are employed and have entered' 
upon their work, they should have our hearty support; and, if 
at any time our children are not making such progress as we 
have a right to expect, or if we hear that certain things are be- 
ing done that we know are detrimental to the best interests of 
the school, let us inquire of the teacher about it, and if not sat- 
isfied refe to the committee ; and not make public talk about 
it. IF this course should be faithfully followed, the good re- 
sults in many of our schools would be greatly increased, and 
some that prove almost failures would become excellent sources 
of instruction. 
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In our opinion the great hindrance to the elevation and 
best success of our schools to-day, is the want of earnest co-op- 
eration and sympathy of parents and citizens with teachers. 
Shall this want continue? These are serious facts. How will 
we treat them ? Upon our decision depends, not only the use- 
fulness — or waste — of hundreds of dollars, but the moral and 
intellectual development of ou children.

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some schools. Meservey's Book-keeping for all schools where 
classes are formed for that study. Some of the schools are 
needing new reading books and spellers, but we caution all 
such to make no change without first consulting the Committee. 

There are two districts in town that we think might be 
discontinued with great advantage to themselves and ell the 
others. 

If some of our suggestions seem uncalled for, we reply that 
we have given them careful thought and attention before mak- 
ing them. 

DISTBICT SCHOOLS. 

District No. 1. 

Agent, Francis Thompson. The Summer term was taught 
by Miss Lena Pittee. 

Number of schola s registered, 10; average number, 7. Miss 
Pittee is very self-possessed, and seems perfectly at home in the 
school room. She gained the good-will of her pupils, and I was 
well pleased with the closing examination. 

Winter term, taught by Margaret S. Drinkwater. 

Number of scholars registered, 11 ; average number, 10. 
Miss Drinkwater was enthusiastic, and as the pupils were inter- 
ested, the results were good. I commend both teachers for the 
excellent work in penmanship that they obtained from some of 
the youngest pupils. 

District No. 2. 

Agent, William Stnrdivant. 

This school for the year has been under the instruction of 
Miss Alma Brackett Who is too well known as a teacher to need 
any commendation from this committee. Among the many 
qualifications necessary to successful teaching, perhaps there 
is none more needful than the ability to awaken in the mind 
of the scholar a love for his work. This Miss B. seems to 
possess in no small degree. Her general exercises were espec- 
ially pleasing, and her practice of teaching even the young pu- 
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pils to express their thoughts in written words, we think worthy 
of imitation. 

District No. 3. 

Agent, Hollis True. Spring term, Flora E. Barton. 

This school requires the most skillful management of any on 
the Main. The pupils are nearly all under the age of twelve 
years, and must be kept busy or mischief and disorder soon 
appear. Miss B. is a graduate from Gorham Normal School, 
which is all that need be said of her methods of teaching. Had 
her government been equal to her teaching we would ask for 
nothing better. 

Fall and Winter terms, Rena B. Dorman. 

Miss D's method of teaching was much the same as that of 
Miss Barton, being a graduate from the same school. Her 
moral influence over her pupils is of the highest type. She also 
possesses that rare ability to inspire her scholars with a love for 
their work. Many of her pupils are doing finely, and the order 
during this winter term is much improved. We shall consider 
ourselves fortunate if her services are secured for next term. 

District No. 4. 

Agent, Joseph W. Shaw. Teacher for the year, Miss S. Ellen 
Brackett. 

Number of scholars registered in Winter term, 35. Miss 
Brackett is very earnest and faithful in her work, and her pupils 
have made good progress in their studies. There are a great 
many classes in this school, and the teacher has to improve 
every moment, that she may hear all of the recitations during 
the day. The school has not closed. 

District No. 5. 

Agent, Elbridge Clough. Spring and Pall terms, Miss Alice 
L. Perley. 

Miss P. was fresh from Gorham Normal School, and entered 
upon her duties with enthusiasm and determination to do her 
best. Her methods of teaching were first class ; and, if she did 
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not realize all her expectations, the closing examination gave 
evidence of good and faithful work. 

Winter term, taught by M. H. McCollister. 

Number of scholars registered, 23, average number, 20. I 
found this to be a very pleasant school. The scholars came to 
learn, and endeavored to do so, and if they did not, the fault 
must have been in the teacher. I tender my sincere thanks to 
the parents for their co-operation, and also for their presence at 
the closing examination ; and I would say to all parents in the 
town, "Go and do ye likewise." 

District No. 6. 

School under supervision of Yarmouth. 
District No. 7. 

Agent, Alvin Leighton. Spring term taught by Miss Kittie 
P. Prince. 

Number of scholars registered, 6 ; average number, 5. Miss 
Prince had an interest in her pupils, and offered inducements 
for them to be there regularly and in season. The final exam- 
ination showed a marked improvement, especially in reading. 

Fall term, taught by Miss Annie M Leighton. 

Number of scholars registered, 10; average number, 9. Miss 
Leighton has a very easy and pleasing manner in the school 
room, and the tact of keeping her pupils at work. The exam- 
ination of her scholars gave satisfactory evidence of thorough 
work. 

District No. 8. 

Agent, James F. Mansfield. Teacher, James E. Mansfield. 

This district was fortunate in securing Mr. M's services. We 
find him an able, conscientious, hard-working teacher. We 
knows that he knows what he knows, and is willing to impart 
his knowledge to others. 

District No. 9. 

Agent, John A. Hamilton. Spring term, teacher, Isabel E. 
Hamilton assisted by Mabel 0. Hamilton. 
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This was a very successful school in both departments. 
Characteristics: good order, promptness in recitation, and a 
manifest desire to learn. 

Fall term, teachers, Mabel 0. Hamilton and Sadie L. Grannell. 

This was Miss H.'s first attempt to teach the larger pupils 
of her district, yet she maintained fair order, and we think the 
school was above the average country school. 

Miss Grannell in the primary department seemed to be a 
a great favorite with her pupils, who under her instruction im- 
proved very rapidly. It is hoped that the services of this lady 
will be secured in some of our schools for the coming year. 

Winter term, A. R. Littlefield, teacher. 

We make no comment on this school, as we believe our 
works rather than our words should praise or condemn us. 
Whole No. of students registered 78. Average attendance 73. 
District No. 10. 

Hope Island, Bailey Osgood, agent. Fall term, Jennie L. 
Dow, teacher. 

This was Miss Dow's first school. She gained the good-will 
of her pupils from the beginning, and so had a very pleasant 
and profitable term. 

District No. 11. 

This district has had no school, having no appropriate place 
to hold one in. It is hoped that during the coming year some 
arrangement will be made so that they can enjoy school privi- 
leges which they much need. 

District No. 12. 
The scholars in this district attend school in Falmouth. 
District No. 13. 

Agent, W. S. Blanchard. Summer and Pall term, teacher, 
Louie Quimby. 

Here we found the order almost perfect. A look or a mo- 
tion from the teacher was all that was necessary, still there 
seemed to be the best of feeling toward each other. Improve- 
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ment in all the branches was fair; that in her reading classes 
was especially worthy of mention. In our opinion Miss Quim- 
by possesses a large share of the ability to govern. 

GBEELY INSTITUTE. 

In preparing our report of this school, there is much that we 
might present, which we believe should be presented to the citi- 
zens of our own town, that would not be well or wise to lay 
before those outside of these limits. We have made frequent 
visits to this school, — some five or six times during the last 
term. During these visits we have carefully noticed the work 
of both teachers and scholars; thus we do not base our conclu- 
sions upon what we have heard outside, but from what we have 
seen and heard in the school-room. We consider Mr. Donham 
a faithful and conscientious worker. We have listened with 
much interest to many different recitations under his charge, 
and we think he has conducted them with earnest thoroughness, 
worthy of commendation. We have been especially pleased 
with his Algebra; and his classes in the Latin Reader gave evi- 
dence of thorough drill, as well, as careful study on the part Qf 
some of the pupils. The recitations in Chemistry have been 
very interesting and we think ably conducted. 

We would recommend more, and careful attention to the 
common branches, especially that of reading. In some of these 
branches, the pupils are not so well informed as many in the 
town schools. This matter demands the attention of those 
who may hereafter have this matter in charge. 

Do we, as citizens of this town, feel that a great responsibili- 
ty rests upon us, as to what this school now is and what it shall 
be in the future? From the very nature in which this school 
and its management has been bequeathed to us, — if viewed in 
any proper light, — it will be seen that greater watchfulness and 
care are required of us individually, than over those schools 
where there is a permanent board of trustees, and where the 
duty and power of the superintending school committee arc 
more fully recognised. Let us remember that it is here that 
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our boys and girls are fitting for the practical duties of life, and 
that they have a threefold nature, each of which must be prop- 
erly developed in order to make true men and women.

Fellow Citizens z 

Another year has passed, and we are again to render our an- 
nual report of the schools. We think that the work accom- 
plished by them as a whole has ranked fairly well. The past 
Winter has been unfavorable for young scholars living at a dis- 
tance from the school-house ; besides some have been absent on 
account of colds, others on accouut of diphtheria. We should be 
very thankful that we have had so few cases of this dreaded epi- 
demic during the past year, while in some towns it has spread 
to an alarming extent. We find on some of our registers many 
tardy marks, and we do hope that the parents will fully realize 
how necessary it is for their chilhren to be at school in season, 
and endeavor to have them there. 

We enjoy visiting a well conducted school, and also a neat 
and orderly room. Schools are one of the great aids for fitting 
pupils for life, and it is there they should acquire habits of 
neatness and order, and where early and lasting impressions 
are made. How important then that the school room should 
be made pleasant and attractive. We trust that teachers and 
pupils will be careful of its general appearance. Most of the 
ladies have their houses cleaned twice during the year, and is 
it too much to ask to have our school houses cleaned only once 
a year ? We think this should be done if nothing more than to 
improve their sanitary condition. 

Some of the pupils from districts No. 7 and 13 have been 
to No. 3 this last term. We recommend that those two dis- 
tricts be discontinued, and those living in No. 7 attend Nos. 3 
and 4, and those in No. 13 attend Nos. 3 and 5. This would 
be of great advantage to them as it would give them three terms 
a year.

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DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 

DlBTKICT NO. 1. 

Agent, Lorenzo Cressey. Summer term taught by Miss May 
Morrill. Number of scholars registered, 11; average number, 
10. This was Miss Morrill's first school, and I thought that 
she did well for a young teacher. Her manner of decipline 
was pleasing, and a good degree of interest was manifested 
both b teacher and pupils. 

Winter term, taught by Mrs. Dennis Hamilton. Mrs. Ham- 
ilton is an experienced teacher, and has the tact of making her 
illustrations clear to young pupils, which was evident by the 
explanations given by some of them in arithmetic. Good 
improvement, was made especially by some of the younger ones 
in reading. 

District No. 2. 

Agent, William Sturdivant. The Spring and Fall terms of 
this school, was under the instruction of Miss Alma Brackett. 
To say much of these terms would be simply to repeat what we 
have said before. Her register shows an average attendance 
of about ninety per cent, which is one evidence that her scholars 
were interested. Miss B. gave up the winter term for a 
situation at Greely Institute, and thus the town still retains her 
excellent services. 

Winter term, Miss Olive H. Merrill. Miss M. is a teacher of 
large experience, having taught thirty-two schools. She has a 
way of her own, and always succeeds well, especially with her 
reading classes. The school was not so large as formerly, but 
from what we saw when present, we are satisfied that there was 
good work done. 

District No. 3. 

Agent, Hollis True. There is no school in town that re- 
quires more skill, tact and patience than this. The teacher 
needs to be ever on the alert, for something new and interesting 
as well as instructive — consisting wholly of young pupils, the 
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teacher soon becomes the standard, by which all acts are 
weighed and measured. Miss Dnran seemed to realize the 
responsibility resting upon her, and by her pleasing manners, 
and large experience as a teacher, was able to do efficient and 
successful work. The winter term was much enlarged by 
scholars from districts No. 7, and 13, and the closing examin- 
ation was very pleasing and satisfactory. 
Distbict No. 4. 

Agent, It. L. Abbott. Teacher for the year, Miss Margaret 
S. Drinkwater. Number of scholars in Summer term, 3 1 ; 
average number, 25. Number in Fall term, 27 ; average num- 
ber, 24. Winter term. 35 ; average, 29. Miss Drinkwater 
always seemed to enter upon her school duties with a great 
deal of animation, and the pupils appeared orderly and studious. 
4 think that the examinations taken as a whole, have been 
successful but some of the scholars fail to do justice to them- 
selves or teacher, as they speak so very low. I wish they 
would overcome that diffidence in the school room, for most of 
them seemed to have fully developed voices during recess. 
District No. 5. 

Agent, Sewall Whitney. This school was highly fortunate 
in having the services of Miss McColIister for more than a year. 
She fully understands her business, is wide awake in the school 
room, and does not intend that her pupils shall sleep while or, 
duty. 

The amount passed over and "thoroughly reviewed" shows 
that faithful, earnest work mas done by teacher and pupils. 
An average attendance for the year, of about ninety per cent, is 
a good showing for parents and teacher; for regular and 
punctual attendance does much to make a good school. 
District No. 6. 

School under supervision of Parmouth. 
District No. 'I. 

Agent, E. G. Prince. Both terms of this school have been 
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under the instruction of Miss Katie Prince. Whole number of 
scholars registered in Spring term, 9 ; average number, 8. 
Number in Fall term, 12; average, 8. Miss Prince seemed 
enthusiastic and persistent in her manner, and to work for the 
good of her school. The pupils were industrious, and gave 
evidence of progress in their studies, particularly in reading. 

District No. 8. 

Agent, William Seabury. Spring term, Louie A. Quimby, 
teacher. Miss Q. is a teacher in every respect. The district 
that secures her services, can rest fully assured that their school 
money will not be wasted. Teacher of the Fall term, Addie S. 
Dunn. Miss D's long experience as a teacher, places her in the 
first rank. She did good thorough work, and won the respect 
of both pupil and parent. Winter term. M. P. Smithwick, 
teacher. Mr. S's. method of teaching pleased us very much, 
and we think he did fair work, but had he maintained better 
order, we think he would have been more successful. 

District No. 9. 

Agent, R. D. Hamilton. Teachers of Spring term, Sadie L. 
Grannell and Cora G. Hamilton. This is the first term Miss 
Grannell ever taught a school of advanced scholars. She was 
in her home district, teaching pupils who had been school-mates 
with her. This placed her in a very trying position, but with 
her easy, dignified manners, she won the good will of the great- 
er part of her pupils and did some excellent work. Miss H., 
in the primary school, was a success from the beginning. The 
children all loved her and improved very rapidly. 

Fall term. Louie A. Quimby and Cora G. Hamiltom, teach- 
ers. This district was fortunate in securing the services of 
these teachers.' They both fully maintained the position they 
had taken during the Spring term and their schools were a 
grand success. 

Winter term, Ulysses S. Wheeler, teacher. Mr. W. won the 
esteem of his pupils at the start and so had a comparatively 



easy time. We regard him as one of our most successful 
teachers, and had it not been for a case of diphtheria which. 
broke out near the school-house, and kept many of the pupils 
from attending school for sometime, this term would have been 
as successful as any one during the year. 

District No. 10. 

Hope Island. Agent, J. B. Osgood. Chester R. Anderson 
is now teaching the only term they have had during the year. 
We think he is doing fair work. 

District No. 11. 

We are pleased to be able to report successful schools in 
this district. Your Committee visited this island and found 
twenty-seven children between the ages of four and twenty-one, 
thirteen belonging to Cumberland. There had been no school 
privileges of any kind for five years. We immediately con- 
ferred with the Portland committee and found them ready and 
willing to aid in establishing a school there as soon as possi- 
ble. Another visit was soon made with the Portland commit- 
tee, which resulted in the opening of a school under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Georgie Pinkham, Sept. 20th, which continued 
eight weeks. After a vacation of four weeks, the school was 
again opened with the same teacher and is still in session. 
Both the Portland and Cumberland committee have been much 
pleased with Miss Pinkham's work, and we think she is deserv- 
ing of much praise for her perseverence and patience which has 
brought about so good results. We knew Miss P. as one of 
the best scholars, and she has proved herself a faithful teacher. 
We must also say, that judging from Miss P's school register 
and other reports, Crotch Island has some smart little scholars 
who are bound to make men and women if they have fair privi- 
leges. 

District No. 12. 

The scholars in this district attend school in Palmouth. 
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District No. 13. 

Agent, Simeon L. Clough. This district had two terms of 
school, one of seven, the other of thirteen weeks ; both under 
the instruction of Miss Edith N. Rowe, a fine scholar and a 
faithful teacher. She did good work, and the school showed a 
marked advance at the end of Fall term. With a little firmer 
discipline Miss R. would rank among the first teachers in the 
State. Average number scholars for term, ten. 
Unincorporated Territory. 

They have had one term of fifteen weeks school during the 
year, taught by Will E. Frost. When we visited this school it 
appeared to be doing good work, and we have no doubt that it 
advanced very well, They very much need a better school 
room. 

GREELY INSTITUTE. 

The Fall term began with Mr. Wilson Nevens as principal, 
and Miss Louisa Harvey as assistant. During the first term, it 
was visited frequently, and we anticipated that the closing ex- 
amination would be quite a success. The recitations in the 
forenoon passed off very nicely. We assembled again in the 
afternoon, and while the young ladies' in the "General History" 
class, were making some brilliant recitations, an alarm of fire 
was given, which closed the examination quite unceremoniously. 
At the close of this term, Miss Harvey resigned, and we felt 
that this was quite a loss to the school, as she is a fine scholar, 
and a young lady of a great deal of self reliance, but we think 
that her position has been ably filled by Miss Alma Brackett, 
who is one of our best teachers. 

We were present most of the day, during the last examina- 
tion, and were much interested in the different recitations. 
The class in reading is particularly worthy of mention, as they 
gave good expression, pronounciation, and could be distinctly 
heard. The work performed on the board by the classes in 
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mathematics was very neatly executed and well explained and 
demonstrated. The class in Geography drew some quite accu- 
rate maps from memory, and gave good recitations from them. 
The young ladies of the General History class were not inter- 
rupted at this examination, and as usual did credit to themselves 
and teacher. We trust that teachers and pupils will so unite 
their efforts, as to make the coming year one of grand success.
